H E whole of the Sircar of Mazulipatam with eight diftrifts, as well as^ 
the Sircar of Nizampatam and the diftrids of Condavir and Wacal- 
manner, lhall be given to the' Englilh Company as an Iniam (or free gift) and' 
the Sunnuds granted to them in the fame manner as was done to the French. 

The Nabob Salabat Jung will oblige the French troops, which are in his 
country, to pals the river Ganges within fifteen days, or fend them to Pondi¬ 
cherry, or to .any other place out of the Decan country on the other fide of the 
river Kiftna; in future he will not fuffer them to have a fettlement in this 
country on any account whatfoever, nor keep them in his fervice, nor afiifl 
them nor call them to his afliftance. 
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The Nabob will not demand or call Gauzepetty Rauze to an account for 
what he has collected out of the Sircars belonging to the French, nof for tha 
computation of his revenues of his own country in the prefent year, but'let 
hint remain peaceable in it in future, and according 'to the computationof the 
revenues of his country before the time of the French, agreeable to the cuftom 
of his grandfather and father, and as was then paid to the Sircar, fo he will now 
aft and pay accordingly to the Sircar, and if he (the Rajah) does not agree to 
it, then the Nabob may'do what he pleafes. In all cafes the Nabob will not 
aflift the enemies of the Eqglilh nor give them proteftion, 

The Engl ilia Company, on their part, will not aflift the Nabob’s enemies, 
nor give them proteftion.

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Explanation of the Names made ufe of in the Sunnud. 

Deefmkees, are the peopfe who keep the accounts of the country. 

Deefpmdees, are thofe who, in feme parts of the Mogul’s dominions, aft as 
chiefs of countries, and in others keep the accounts as the Deefmokees. 

Mmuddems, are the chief inhabitants. 

Jagbiredars, are thofe that enjoy jaghires or lands, who, in cafe of necefiity, 
are obliged to affift the prince of the country with horfe, in proportion to their 
Jaghires. 

Shotencmdars , are thole that enjoy lands at favourable rates only; but all 
through the Sunnuds they are ma'de the fame as the Iniamdars (or thofe that 
have free gifts-,) the whole of the produce of the lands held by them, being 
dedufted on that account. 

Iniamdars, are thofe that enjoy lands as free gifts, without paying any 
thing to the Sircar. 

Rujfoomdars, are thofe that have certain fees and perquifites allowed them. 

Pollygars, are thofe whole bufinels it is to watch and preferve the towns and 
villages from thieves and robbers. 

Rozeemdars, are thofe who have daily allowances made them by way of 
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Numb. III. 

Dated 28th and received the 30th Auguft, 1765. 
From the Nabob : 

In confideration of the greatnefs of the friendfhip fubfiftibetween the 
Company and me, their kind treatment of me. and the particular regard I 
bear to you, inclofed I have fent, under my great feal, a Sunnud for the feveral 
places that form the Company’s Jaghite, in which t-he former and-the prtfetvt 
grant are included ; I have inferted the word entire or without any exception a]fo ; 
though I muft own, at the fame time, that I fee no kind of occafion forihe 
exprelfion, and that by making ufe of it has been merely out of regard to 
our friendlhip:—What can I fay more? 

Be it known to .the Deefmokees, Deefpondees, principal inhabitants and 
hufbandmen of the Tripafore, &c. Purgunnahs, belonging to the Carnatic 
Payen Gaut, and dependent upon the Subah of Mahomed-poor, alias Arcot; 
that I have appointed and made over .to the Englilh Eaft-India Company 
(who have taken great pains and labour in my affairs, are my true friends, and 
v.-ili ever remain firm and fteady in alliance with, and in fupporting myfelf and 
font) the aforefaid Purgunnahs, &c, as here-under expreffed, by way of Jaghire, 
the revenues of which, as entered in the Mogul’s book, amount to four lacks 
four hundred and ninety-four pagodas, four annas and a quarter (400494 4k) 

.andchucrams fix thoufand and thirty--chrec (6 033) You the faidf)eefmokees,&c. 
muft therefore take care to live in due obedience to the laid Company, and

of the Pecan, with a defign to eftablilh an honourable and Jailing friendlhip.i 
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an3 alliance, between the two contrafting Powers; and whereas fomc mifur.der- 
ftandings have fince arifen, which have perverted the intent of the faid treaty, 
and kindled up the flames of war : Now be it known to the whole world, that 
the b efore-mentioned Nabob Aufuph T au, an d thetEngljlh Com pany, with the 
Nabob Wolau fa n, have entered into another treaty, of the ftricteft friendship 
and alliance, on the following conditions. 

ARTICLE I. 

The exalted and illuftrious Emperor of Indoftan, Shaw Allum Padtcha, 
having out of his gracious favour, and in confideration of the attachment- and 
fervices of the Engliih Eaft-India Company, given and granted to them, for 
ever, by way of iniam,or free gift, the five Circars of Muftephanagur, Rajah- 
mundryj'^iccacole, and Murtezanagur, or Condavir, by his Royal Eirmaund, 
dated the 12th of Auguft, 1765, or on the 24th of the moon Suphier, in the 
6th year of his reign, and the Nab(?b Aufuph Jau, Nizam id Mulck, as Soubah 
of the Decan, having, by the fecond and third 1 articles of the afore-mentioned 
treaty, ceded and furrendered by Saneds, under his Hand and Seal, to the 
Engliih Eaft-India Company, for ever, the afore-mentioned five Circars, it is

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after the death of Bazalet Jung, or till he broke the friendfhip with the faid 
Company, by raffing difturbances in the country of Nizampatam, or the 
Carnatic, and though the Company might juftly claima right to take pofleffion 
of the faid C'ircar, fron» the'late condudLof Bazalet Jung^ts&iawtOBfidferation 
of their friendfhip for Aufuph Jail, and his family, and that thejKm^ss^difoefs 
his affairs, by obliging him to provide his brother Bazalet Jung with another 
Jaghire, the Company do agree and confeut, that Bazalet Jung ftill hold the 
Circarof Murtezanagur, on the aforefaid conditions, or till it be the pleafure 
of Aufuph Jau, that the Company fhould take pofleffion thereof, proyided that 
the faid Bazalet Jung returns immediately to his own country of Adony, and 
neither keeps with, nor receives from Hyder Naigue any Yackeel or correfpon- 
dence, but lives in peace and harmony with the Englifh Company, and the 
Nabob Wolau Jau, and gives no protedtion or affiftance whatever t^the faid 
Naigue, or any of his-people, nor any other enemies of the Company, or die 
Nabob Wplau Jail; but if' this article jfyall at any time be. infringed,.the 
Company fhall.be at liberty, by virtue of this treaty, to take pofleffion of, and 
keep the Cirqar of Murtezanagur, in the fame manner as the other four, and the 
Nabob Aufuph Jau engages to.affift them therein with his troops, if neteflary, 

ARTICLE III, 

The fort of Condapillee, with its Jaghire, (hall for .ever hereafter remain in 
pofleffion of the Englifh Company, and be garrifoned with their troops, under 
their own officers only, notwithftanding any thing to the contrary ftipulated 
in the 12th article of the treaty of Hydrabad, 

ARTICLE IV. 

Narraindoo, one of the Zemindars of theCircar of Siccacole, having lately 
raided difturbances in the Itchapore country, and refufed (as he alledges, . n 

conformity 
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on the 3 iff of October, or two lacks every year, and one lack more at each of 
theft periods, whenever the Circar of Condavir is put into the Company’s 
pofleflion; the Company moreover promife, that if they peaceably poflefi the 
Circars, during the aforefaid term of fix years, and tiie Soubah gives them no 
trouble, they will pay annually, from the iff of January, 1774, the fism of five 
lacks, in two equal payments,, as before exprefied, or of l’even lacks, if Condavir 
be then in their poffeffion; but in cafe the Soubah, or the Morattas, by his. 
mitigation fhould invade the Circars or Carnatic, or they, or any other power, 
Ihould conquer the Circars from the Englilh Company, the payment of the 
faid fums fliall be fufpended till peace, and the Circars ate reftored to the 
Company. 


ARTICLE VI. 


It was ffipulated in the former treaty, made at Hydrabad, that the Company 
and the Soubah Ihould mutually affift each other with their troops, when 
required, and their own affairs would permit, but it being apprehended at 
pa-fent, that filch an agreement may fubjeft both parties to difficulties, and 
that mifumkrftandings may arifeon that account, it is now agreed only, that 
a-mutual peace, confidence and friendfhip, (hall fubfilt, for ever, between the 
Englilh Company, his Highnefs Aufuph Jau, and the Nabob Wolaujati; 
the enemies of either (hall be regarded as the enemies of the other two powers, 
and the friends of either be treated as the friends of all; and in cafe any troubles 
ihould arife, or any enemies invade the countries, under the government of 
either of die con crafting parties, the other two (hall give no countenance, or 
affiftance, to inch enemies or invaders; the Company, and the Nabob Wolau 
Jau, willing however to fnew their voluntary attachment to the Soubah, will 
always be ready to fend two battalions of Seapoys, and fix pieces of artillery! 
manned by Europeans, whenever the Soubah (hall require them, and tha 
fituation of their affairs will allow of fuch a body of troops to march into they

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ARTICLE VIII. 

The Nabob Aufuph Jau, out of his great regard and affe&ion, and from 
other confiderations, having been pleafed to grant and confer on the Nabob 
Wolau Jau, and his eldeft fon, Meyen ul Mulck, Omdetul Omrah, feveral

An ultumgau faned for the whole of the Purgunnah of Jmungundela, with 
the Gudda ofGhunpoora. 

An ultumgau faned for the whole of the villages of Cathaftra, &c. 

An ultumgau faned for the Killedary of the fort of Colaur. 

An ultumgau faned for the whole of the diftrift of Sonedaupe* and a full and 
ample faned, containing a difcharge for all demands, paft, prelent and future, 
on account of the Carnatic, &c, . 

It is hereby agreed, that all and every one of theft faneds lhall be regarded, 
equally binding with any other article of the treaty, and be as duly obferved, 
by the Nabob Aufuph Jau, as if entered here at full length. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Hyder N aigue, having, for fome years paft, ufurped the government of the 
Monfore Country,and given great dirturbancts to his neighbours, by attacking, 
and taking from many of them their polTellions, and having alfo lately invaded, 
and laid wafte with fire and fword, the pofieflions of the Englifh Company, 
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anldie Nabob Wolau Jau, in the Carnatic, it is certainl/ neceflary for their 
pcatgj, and For the general benefit of all the neighbouring powers, that the faid 
NaTgUe Hiould be punilheft and reduced, fo that he may not hereafter have 
the power to give any perfon farther trouble; to this end, the Nabob Aufuph 
Jau hereby declares, and makes known to all the world, that he regards the 
faid Naigue as a rebel aid ufurper, and as fuoh diverts him of, and revokes 
from Mm, all faneds, honours and diftindions, conferred by himfelf, or any 
other Soubah of the Decan, becaufe die-faid Naigue has deceived the Nabob 
Aufuph Jau, broken his agreement, and rendered himfelf unworthy of art 
farther Countenance and favours, 

ARTICLE X. .. 

That the Englilh Company may hereafter carry on their trade peaceably, 
on this Coaft of Coromandel, and alfo on the Coaft of Malabar, and that they, 
with the Nabob Vfolau Jau, may hold the Carnatic, and their other pofleflions 
in peace, it appears neceffary, that the countries of Carnatic Bslagaute, belong¬ 
ing to the Soubahdarry of Viziapour, now or lately poflerted by Hyder Naigue, 
ihould be under the management, and protection, of thofe who will do juftice, 
and pay obedience to the high commands from Court, it is therefore agreed, 
by the Nabob Aufuph Jau, that he Avail relinquiih, to the Englifh Company, 
all his right ttv the Dewarmy of the laid Carnatic Balagaute, belonging to the 
Soubahdarry of Viziapour, and that the Company Ihall prefent an arzee, or 
petition to the royal prefence, to obtain, from the Emperor Shaw Allum, a 
Firmaund, confirming and approving their right thereto; but that the Nabob 
Aufuph jau, as Soubah of the Decan, may not lofc his dignity, or the revenue 
atifing from the faid countries, the Englilh Company agree to pay him annually, 
out of the Bewanny collection, from the time they are in poffeffion thereof, 
die fum of fevea lacks of arcot rupees, including durbar charges, being the 
,Wn annually paid heretofore, in two equal payments, at the ipace of fix

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months from each other, provided the faid Aufuph Jau, Soubah of the 
Decan, afliils the faid Company, and the Nabob Wolau Jau, in punifhing 
Hyder Naigue, and neither receives from, or fends either Vackeels or letters 


ARTICLE XI. 

As the Englilh Company do not intend to deprive the Morattas of their 
Choute, any more than the Soubah of his Pifcalh, which ufed, to be paid from 
the Carnatic Balagaute, belonging to the Soubahdarry of Viziapour, now or 
lately pofieffed by Hyder Naigue, it is hereby agreed, and the Company 
willingly promile to pay the Morattas, regularly and annually, without 
trouble, for the whole Choute, as fettled in former times, from the time the 
faid countries fhall be under the Company’s proteflion as Dewan, provided 
however, that tire Morattas guarantee to thu Company the peaceable poflelTion 
of the faid Dewanny ; to this end, the Nabob Aufuph Jau protnifes to ufe his 
beft endeavours, jointly with the Engliih, and the Nabob Wolau Jau to fettle 
with the Morattas, concerning the Choute of the faid countries, how and where 
iris to be paid, fo that there may be no difturbances hereafter, on that account, 
between any of the contraffing parties, or the Morattas, 

ARTICLE XII. 

All the foregoing articles tare fincerely agreed to by the fubfcribing parties, 
who refolve faithfully to execute and abide by the fame, fo that a firm and 
Jafting friendlhip may mutually fubbft between them; and while fuch an alliance 
fubfifts, what power will dare to difturb the poflcffions of either party; the 
Englilh Company and the Nabob Wolau Jau will endeavour, on all occafions, 
to fhew their friendlhip and attachment to the Nabob Aufuph Jau, Nizam ul 
Mulck, as Soubah of the Decan, and look on the fupport of that government 
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as die fopport of their own ; in fhort, there will be no manner of difference in 
iHtefoft between them.

In Behalf of the Honourable Englilh Eaft-India Company,/«* aH their Pojfeffions, 
and for the Carnatic Payen Gaut, on the one Part, and the Kabob Hyder 
Ally Cawn Behauder, for the Country of My fore Hyder Nagur, and. his other 
Pojfqjfions, on the other Part, on the following Conditiont. 

ARTICLE L 

That all hoftilities lhall immediately ceafe on the cbnclufion of this treaty, 
■which is to be perpetual, or as long as the'Company may exift, that peace and 
friendlhip lhall take place between the con trailing parties (particularly in¬ 
cluding therein the Rajah of Tanjore, the Malavar Ram Rajah, and Morari 
Row, who are friends and allies to the Carnatic Payen Gaut) alfo all others, 
the friends and allies of the contracting parties, provided they do not become 
the aggreifors,. againft either of them, but if they are aggrefiors, they are not 
to be affifted by either party. 

ARTICLE IL 

That in cafe either of the contracting parties lhall be attacked, they lhall, 
from their refpeftive countries, mutually aflift each other,., to drive the enemy 
out; the pay of fuch affitance of troops^ from one party to another, to be after 
the following rates, viz. T© every foldffir .ar.d horfeman, fifteen rupees per 
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month, and every feapoy, feven and an half rupees per month; the pay of the 
Surdars and Commandants to be as it lhall be agreed on at the time. 

ARTICLE IIL 

The Prefidency of Bombay, and all the faftories and places, which were 
before, or are now under their government, are included in this treaty of 
friendftiip, and the Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn Behauder engages, out of his 
friendIhip and regard for the Company, to grant to them the faftories, privi¬ 
leges and exemptions in trade, in the fame manner as. they before held them; 
moreover, to releafe all the Surdars, Europeans, Seapoys, &c. who may have 
been taken on that fide; and this immediately, on the arrival of a proper perfon, 
from the Governor and Council of Bombay, for that purpofe; and alfo to fettle 
the particulars of t%: privileges of trade, and other matters relative to the 
fandal wood,, and pepper, &s. articles of trade. And as .there is now eftablifh- 
ed, between the comradting parties^the Company and the Nabob Hyder Ally 
Cawn, a perpetual peace, there is no doubt but the Prefidency of Bombay 
will exchange, with the faidNabob, a treaty to the fame purport as this, refpeft- 
ingthe affairs of the faid place, &c. and all the faflories on that fide, in the 
courfe of this war; it is hereby agreed and ftipulated, that they fhall be' 
mutually forgiven, and no claim or demand, on any account, made for them 
hereafter. 


ARTICLE IV. 

The above Nabob engages, that all the Officers, Europeans, and Seapovs. 
belonging to the Prefidency of Madras, fhall immediately be releafed on the 
arrival of a proper perfon, at Bengulure, to demand them ; alfo all the 
Surdars, and people, belonging to theCarnatic Payen Gaut, who may have beer. 
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taken in this war, fliall likewife be releafed ; the Englifh Company engaging 
on their fide to releafe the people, belonging to the faid Nabob, who may have 
been taken alfo in this war. 

ARTICLE V. 

The contrafting parties mutually engage and agree, that the forts and places, 
■which may have been taken by either party, from the other in this war, lhall be 
mutually reflored, except the fort of Caroor, and its diflrifts; and whereas the 
Englifh Company have, in the forts of Colaur and Veneatigherry (exclufiveof 
the former ftores therein many cannon, fhot, powder, ball and mufkets, the 
Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn engages, that the faid Company fhall have per- 
miffion to bring away the fame, without any let, or moleflation, being given 
them therein; and as foon as they are withdrawn, the faid forts fhall imme¬ 
diately be evacuated and reflored to the faid Nabob. 

In witnefs whereof, the faid contrafting parties have interchangeably figned 
and fealed two inftruments, of the fame tenour and date, viz. T he faid Pre- 
fident and Council, on behalf of the Englifh Eaft-India Company, and the 
Carnatic Payen Gaut, in Fort St. George, this 3d Day of April, in the Year 
of the Chriftlan Aira, 1769; and the faid Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn Behauder, 
at his Camp, at Madavaram, the 25th Day of the Moon Zeckyd, in the Year 
of'Hegyra, 1182.

On the Part of the Company . 

We, the Governor and Council, do engage to fecure, to the Nabob Nudjum 
ul Dowla, the Soubahdarry of the provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa; and 
to fupport him therein with the Company’s forces againft all his enemies. We 
will alfo, at all times, keep up fuch force as may be neceflary, effedtually to 
affift and fupport him, in the defence of the provinces; and as our troops will 
be more to be depended on than any the Nabob can have, and lefs expenfive 
to him, he need therefore entertain none but fuch as are requifite for the fup¬ 
port of the Civil Officers of his government, and the bufinels of his collections 
through the different diftricts.

Khan, and fupporting me in it, againft all my enemies, I do agree and bind 
myfelf to the faithful performance of the following Articles. 

ARTICLE L 

The Treaty, which my father formerly concluded with the Company, * upon 
his firft acceffion to the Nizamut, engaging to regard the honour and reputa¬ 
tion of the Company; and of their Governor and Council, as his own, and 
granting Perwannahs for the currency of the Company’s Trade, the fame 
Treaty, as far as is confident with the Articles hereafter agreed to, I do hereby 
ratify and confirm . 


ARTICLE II. 

Confidering the weighty charge of government, and how effential it is for 
myfelf, for the welfare of the country, and for the Company’s bufinefs, that I

I do confirm to the Company, as a fixed refource for defraying the ordinary 
expences of their troops, the Chucklas of Burdwan,Midnapore, and Chittagong. 
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in as full a manner as heretofore ceded by my father. * The fum of five lafcke 
of ficca rupees per month, for their maintenance, was further agreed to be 
paid by my father; I agree to pay the fame out of my ‘tteafery, whjfe the 
exigency for keeping ufp fo large an army continues. When the Company’s 
occafions will admit of a diminution of the expences they are put teyon account 
of thofe troops, the Governor and Council will then relieve me, from fuch a 
proportion of this alignment, as the increafed expences, incurred by keeping 
up the whole force, neceffary for the defence of the-provinces, will admit of: 
And as I efteem the Company’s troops entirely equal thereto, and as my own, 
1 will only maintain fuch as are immediately neceffary for the dignity of my 
perfon, and government, and the bufmefs of my colle&ions throughout the 
provinces. 


ARTICLE V. 

t do ratify, and confirm to the Englifh, the privilege granted them by their 
Firmaund, and feveral Hufbulhookums, of carrying on their trade, by means of 
their own Duftuck, free from all duties, taxes or impofitions, in all parts of 
the country, excepting in the article of Salt, on which a duty of aj percent, 
is to be levied on the Rowana or Hughley market price.

I give to the Company the liberty of purchafing half the Salt-petre, pro¬

Although I Ihould occafionally remove to other places in the provinces, 
I agree that the books of the Circar lhall be always kept, and the bufinefs 
conduced at Moorfhedabad, and that lhall as heretofore be the feat of my 
government: And wherever I am, I confent that an Englilh gentleman lhall 
refide with me, to tranfaft all affair? between me and the Company, and th at a 
perfonof high rank lhall alfo refide on my part at Calcutta, to negotiate with 
the Governor and Council. 

ARTICLE IX. 

I will caufe the rupees, coined in Calcutta, to pafs in every refpeft equal 
to the Siccas of Moorlhedabad, without any deduftion of Batta ; and whom¬ 
ever lhall demand Batta lhall be punifhed : The annual lofs on coinage, by 
the fall of Batta}on the iffuing of the new Siccas, is a very heavy grievance 
to the country; and after mature confideration, I will, in concert with the 
Governor and Council, purfue whatever may appear the belt method for 
remedying it.

Whereas the Right Honourable Robert Lord Clive, Baron Clive, ofPlaffey, 
Knight Companion of the Moft Honourable Order of the Bath, Major General, 
and Commander of the Forces, Prefident of the Council, and Governor of Fort 
William, and of all the fettlements-belonging to the United Company of Mer¬ 
chants of England,Trading to theEaft-Indies, in the provinces of Bengal,Bahar, 
and Oriffa; and John Carnac, Efq; Brigadier General, Colonel in the fervice of 
the faid Company, and Commanding Officer of their Forces, upon the Bengal 
eftablifhment, are inverted with full and ample powers, on the behalf of his 
Excellency, the Nabob Nudjum ul Dowla, Soubahdar of Bengal, Bahar, and 
Oriffa; and likewife on the behalf of the United Company of Merchants of 
.England, TradiRg to the Ealt-Indies, to negotiate, fettle, and finally to con¬ 
clude a firm and lading peace with his Highnefs, the Nabob Shujah ul Dowla, 
Vizier of the Empire: Be it known, to all thole to whom it may or (hall in 
any manner belong, that the abore-njimed Plenipotentiaries l^ve agreed upon 
the following Articles with his Highnefs.

Article of this Treaty be fully complied with.

His Highnefs fhall allow the Englilh Company to carry on a trade, duty free, 
throughout the whole of his dominions.

All the relations and fubjefts of his Highnefs, who in any manner affifted the 
Englilh, during the courfe of the late war, fhall be forgiven, and no ways 
molefted for the fame. 


ARTICLE X. 

As foon as t^is Treaty is executed, the Englilh forces fhall be withdrawn 
from the dominiibts of his Highnefs, excepting fuch as may be necelfary for the 
garrifon of Chunar} or for the defence and proteftion of the King, in the city 
of Illiabad, if his Majefty (hould require a force for that purpofe.

think proper to nominate, that it may be forwarded by him to the court: But 
in cjle the territories of the aforelaid Nabob Ihoiikl be invaded by any foreign 
enemy,X deduction is then to be made out of the- ftipulated revenues, propor¬ 
tionable LO the'damage that may be luftaincd.. 

In confideraucn of Nudjuf Khan’s having joined the Englifh forces, and

88 54 G *" or a " my houihold expences, fervants, &c. and the remaining 
fum of rupees 3607277 8, for the maintenance of fuch horfe, Seapoys, Peons, 
Bercundaffes, &c. as may be thought neceflary for my Sewaury, and the fupport 
of my dignity only, ihould fuch an expence hereafter be found neceflary to be 
kept up, but on no account ever to exceed that amount: And having a perfect 
reliance on Maeen ul Dowla, I deftre he may have the diiburfing of the above 
fum of rupees 3607277 8, for the purpofes before-mentioned. This agree- 
ment (by the blefli^ig of God) I hope will be inviolably oblerved, as long as the 
Englifh Company’ifaftories continue in Bengal.

IhcKbe inferted as an explanatory claufc in the faid Trea'y: It is, by the advice 
and confcnt of the Prefident and Council aforefaid, agreed, that his Highnefs 
Ihafi, not entertain a number of forces, exceeding thirty-five thoufand men, 
whether Seapoys, Cavalry, Peons, Artillery Men, Rocket Men, or troops of 
any denomination whatever, iof this number ten thoufand are to be Cavalry, 
ten battalions of Seapoys, including Soubahdars, Jemidars, Havildars, and all 
ranks of officers, not to exceed ten thoufand men: The Nujib regiment 
confiding'of five thoufand men with matchlocks, to remain always in its 
prefent eftabliftiment, five hundred men for the Artillery, and that number 
never to be exceeded; the remaining nine thoufand five hundred men are to be 
irregulars, neither to be cloathed, armed or difeiplined, after the manner of 
the Englilh Seapoys, or Nujjb regiment; and his Highnefs alfo engages to arm 
none of his forces,Jjefides the ten thoufand men mentioned in this Treaty, after 
the Englilh manner, nor to train them in the difeipline of the Englifh troops; in 
c-dfifideration thereof, the faid John Cartier, Colonel Richard Smith, and Claud 
Ruffcll, engage, in behalf of his E’xcellency, the Nabob Syef ul Dowla, and 
the Englilh Company aforefaid, that whilft his Highnefs, Shujah ul Dowla 
aforefaid, and his fucceffors, (hall abide by the Articles of this Treaty, neither 
the prefent Council of Fort William, nor any future Council, Ihall hereafter 
introduce any new matter relative hereto, beftdes what has been formerly 
agreed to, and is now concluded upon; and both parties Ihall confider this 
agreement as firm and binding: His Highnefs aforefaid (hall fwear upon the 
Koran,^John Cartier, Colonel Richard Smith, and Claud Ruffed, upon the 
■"Xjofpel. ne,ver to infringe the minuted part or meaning hereof, and to maintain 
h\i.OT.felves, and to tranfmit it Inviolable to their pollerity.

On the Part of the Company . 

We, the Governor and Council, do engage to fecure, to the Nabob Mebarek 
ul Dowla, the Soubahdarry of the provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Orifla, and 
to fupport him therein, with the Company’s forces, againft all his enemies. 

On the Part of the Nabob . 

ARTICLE L 

The Tmaty, which my Father formerly concluded with the Company, upon 
Jus firft acceffion to the Nizamut, engaging to regard the honour and reputation 
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of the Company, and of the Governor and Council as his own, and that, ensered 
into with my Brothers, the Nabobs Nazim ul Dow la and Syef ul Dowla, the 
fame'Treaties, as far as is confident with the true fpirit, intent and meaning 
thereof, I do hereby ratify and confirm. 

A R T I C L E II. 

The King has been gracioufly pleafed to grant, unto theEnglilh Eaft-India 
Company, the Dewanneelhip of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, as a free gift for 
ever; and I having an entire confidence in them, and in their fervants, fettled in 
this country, that nothing whatever be pnjpofed, or carried into execution 
by them, derogating from my honour,, intereft, And the good of my country, 
do therefore, for the better conducting the affairs of the S&aibahdarry, and pro¬ 
moting my honour and intereft, and that of the Company, in Ae belt manner, 
agree, that the protecting the provinces c>f Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, and the 
force fufficient for that purpofe, be entirely left to their direction and good, 
management, in confideration of their paying the King Shah Aalum, by 
monthly payments, as by Treaty agreed on, the fum of rupees two lacks, 
lixteen thoufand fix hundred and fixty-fix, ten annas, and nine pice, rupees 
£ 1 6666 io g and to me, Mebarek ul Dowla, the annual ftipend of rupees 
thirty-one lacks, eighty-one thoufand nine hundred and ninety-one, nine annas, 
3181991 9; viz. the fum of rupees fifteen lacks, eighty-one thoufand nine 
hundred and ninety-one, nine annas, 1581991 9, for my houfe, levants, and 
other expences indifpenfably neceffary; and the remaining fum of rupees-,^' 
fixteen lacks, rupees 1600000, for the fupport of fuchi Seapoys, Petfns,'lir.d 
Bercundaffes, as may be thought proper for. my Afltvarry only; but on no 
.account ever to exceed that amount.

ARTICLE III. 


The Nabob Minauh Dowla, who was, at the inftance of the Governor and 
Gentlemen of the Council, appointed Naib of the provinces, and inverted with 
the management of affairs, 'in conjunction with Mah Rajah Doolubram, and 
Juggat Seat, fhall continue in the fame port, and with the fame authority; and- 
having a perfeft confidence in .him, I moreover agree to let him have the 
difburfing of the above fum of rupees, fixteen lacks, for the purpofes above- 
mentioned. 

This agreement (by the bleffing of God) fhall be inviolably obferved for ever..

Treaty with the Morattaty dated the 1 2th of OSlober, 1756. 

ARTICLE f. 

That the Moratta Government will never permit .the Dutch tp fettle, or 
come into their dominions, but, on the contrary, iffue exprefs orders to pre¬ 
vent their carrying on any trade therein. ' ' 


ARTICLE 
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A RT .l ,0 ,L 1 ,11. 


As an Article, regardingMahim river, was included in the Treaty, made in 
the time of the deceafed Badjerow, and it having been reprefented, that the 
Bundorah Coolies have of iat’e begun to fet up new fifhing flakes, which they 
ought not to have done in that river, the Moratta Government do hereby oblige 
themfelves not to permit thereof in future. 

ARTICLE III. 

AsBancote and Hematgur have been delivered to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, the Morattas dg r by thefe prefents, give' them the following villages, 
towards defraying the expences thereof, and which are to remain the faid 
Honourable Company’s property for ever,, and of which they are to be put in 
pofleflion, without further delay, viz. 

Velafs Bag, Manly, Vefwee, Chepolee, Coodook, Pundarree, Panani, 
Dafgom, and Comela. 

ARTICLE IV. 


It having been a cuftom, during the Governments of Angria, and the 
Morattas at Bancote, that the Sciddees received a chotic, or quarter part of 
the cuftoms, the Morattas engage to fatisfy the Sciddee in this particular, and 
that the Honourable Company do not meet with any embarraffment concerning 
it, nor concerning the royalty’of this river, which is hereby given and made 
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over to them for ever: In cafe the Sciddee fbould difpute complying wijh the 
foregoing, the Englifh declare it fliall not retard the compliance with what 
may be mentioned in thefe Articles, concerning the delivery of Ghereah. 

ART ICLE. V. 

Cuftoms are to be levied, by the Mor?ttas, on goods which pafs pp the 
river of Bancote, only atGorgom and Marr, and not any let or impediment in 
any of the intervening places, in the faid river of Bancote. 

A R T I C L ,E VI. 

As Dafgom is a pafs for the Veijarrahs,or country merchants, the Morattas 
engage chat fuch goods as are carried that way to Marr, either by the river, or 
by land, fliall not pay any duties there, but only the ufual Nickolla. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Ail fuch fubjedls and inhabitants of Bancote, Hematgur, and its dependencies, 
as, on account of the difpute with' Angria, retired to the Moratta territo¬ 
ries, fliall, if they are content fo to do, be allowed to return to the Englifh, 
without any impediment from the Moratta Government, and others, that in 
future may leave the Englifh,, are to be permitted to. return again, if agreeable 
to them,, in the manner above-mentioned : And fuch fubjedtsas fhall leave the 
Moratta Government, and retire to Bancote, fhall have liberty to return to the 
Morattas again, on their agreeing with them, and in fuch cafe the Englifh 
will not impede them. 


ARTICLE 
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ARTICLE VIII. 

The Mbrattas may export, frojn the river of Bancote annually, for the ufe 
of their fouthern forts, &c>, grain of all kinds, to the value of forty thoufand 
(40000) rupees, and it lhall be free from culloms at Bancote; they lhall alfo 
have liberty to export, cultom free, fuch fait, rafters, fmall timbers, &c. as they 
may want for the ufe of their £jjcar or Government; And in confideration 
thereof, the Honourable Company’s goods, to the amount of one hundred 
and fifty thoufand (150000) rupees, lhall annually, in like manner, be free 
from all cuftoms, as far as Poonah, upon Dalcaas, or certificates, being pro¬ 
duced on both fides. 


"ARTICLE IX. 

No additional inland duties whatever to be levied on the Englilh goods, 
by the Moratta Government, but only the Rhaderage cuftoms.

Junardow Buttol, Phudnefs Mahazon, with Ballajee, Badjerow, Pundit 
Praden, has a patrimony, in Velafs, of one garden, and fifteen Begas of Batty 
ground, which is to remain with him, in lieu, or in confideration of which, 
Narcdgoa Compra is granted to the Honourable Company.

The Fort of Efwant Gur is to be entirely demolifhed, and the Englifh on 
their parts are not to make any forts, or fortifications, within the nine villages, 
nor by the river: In like manner, the Moratta Government are not to make 
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iiy the fiver <SF feaweote, Or in the villages belonging to them. This 
Arable,'however, is nutftb exempt tteUnglife from building fuch houfes and 
warellffttfes as they think proper, in the villages belonging to them. 


ARTICLE XV.

As all the royalty of Bancote, and Hematgur, is with the Engliih, they are 
to take care, as math as in their'pnwcr lies, to present the enemy prejudicing 
'fhefebtattas through that river. 


ARTICLE XVI. 

Ghereah Fort to be delivered within twenty-four days, after the departure of 
the Engliih gentlemen from Poonah, together with fuch guns, balls, ftores, &c, 
either of the fort or fleet, that the captors left for die fervice of the grrrifon or 
otherwiie, or did not themfelves lell i but the ftores, ammunition, &c. that 
properly belong to the Hon urable Company, they are to carry away with 
them. The officers of Toolajee are to go where they pleafe, and if his family 
(wife an.l children) Htould be deiirous of returning to him, the Englifn will 
not impede it, but grant them free liberty fo to do : And the Moratta Govern¬ 
ment engages, that Toolajee Angria fhall have no place given him, nor any 
power below the Gatrr: Ballajee, Badjerow, Pundit Praden, is to fend an officer 
of credit with theEnglilh gentlemen, who is to proceed with one of the Council 
fromBombay to Ghereah, which perfon, belonging to theMoratta Government, 
is to have in his pofiefiion the proper Sunnuds and orders,, regarding the 
delivery of Bancote, and its villages-, and when the Moratta people and colours 
are got into Ghereah, and the Engliih ready to go out, he is to deliver direftly 
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the f;vd Sunnuds and orders, for Fort Vitoria (or Bancote) and its fevgral 
villages, to the Englilh Counfellor, and then return with that gentleman Go 
Bancote direftly, to fee Nannah’s orders are effedtually executed, ih regard,to 
the villages. 


A R T I C L 'Ey ‘XVII. 

Thefe Articles being concluded and agreJ<j upon by both Parties, they are 
to ad conformable thereto, in confequenci of which, all difputes are to fubfide, 
and no claims are to be made by the Moratta Government on the Honourable 
Company, to the date of thefe Prefents. 

ARTICLE 'XWJ. 

AH Treaties hitherto made, between the Moratta Government and 
Engiilh, are to be obferved and maintained inviolable by both Parties, 
agreeable to the tenour of them. 


The foregoing Articles being agreed to by us, and accepted of by us, We do, 
in confirmation thereof, affix to thefe Prefents the Seal of the Honourable 
United Englilh Eaft-India Company, and do atteft the fame with our own 
proper Names, in Poonah, the Day and Year above written.

ARTICLE I. 


If the French, or any other power, lijs^ild come againft the EnglifhCompany, 
in any part of the dominions of the King of Colaftria, which extends from 
Canharottu north to the river of Cotta fouth, the Prince of Cherrika promifes 
to aflift them, with all his people »and arms, and to ufe his influence to get fuc- 
cours likewife from the otjkaPpowers. 


ARTICLE II. 


Immediately on a French fleet of lhips appearing off or on, the Chief of 
Tellicherry advifing of their being feen, the Prince of Cherrika promifes to 
fend fifteen hundred mulqueteers, to the afliftance of the Englifh Company, 
with fuch others after them as he can procure, as is ftipulated in the above 
Article: And further, in cafe a large Englifh force comes to Tellicherry, and 
the Chief of Tellicherry requelts the Prince of Cherrika to afford his afliftance, 
to expel the French from the country, he promifes readily to give it to the 
beft of his ability, on its being previoufly fettled what part of the gain he (the 
Prince) is to have, the Englifh proving fuccefsful.

Whatever pepper belongs.to me, or is produced in.my dominions, as Rajah- 
of Bringah, I fecure unto you, and will not fell it to any one elfe, but you fhall.

N. B. An hir is equal to an Onore Catjdy, or a very few pounds lefs. 

And the cuftoms, which all merchants pay on pepper, amount to upwards of 
four pagodas per candy, fo tl^at dedu&ing the one pagoda and an half fanam, 
and alfo the two and an half fanams allowed on each pagoda, the abatement in 
his duties wilt exceed fix rupees per candy. 

The allowance, mentioned in the'Firft Article to be made to the Rajah’s 
Cuftom-Mafter, means a trifling annual prefent given to him, by all the mer¬ 
chants at Bringah.

Be it known to all commanders, officers, faquirs, farmers, and inhabitants of 
Durat Laree-Bunder, Aurunga-Bunder, Carranchere Darajah Chadra Maffootie, 
Nakafs, Barbundie, Galabajur, Aguf Goozfr Rajah Gunt, Johibar, Sarkar, 
Chachagom, Charcarhallow, Nalfepore, Holcandcfy^Sarkar Sooifton, Cooda- 
bage, Sarkar Nohorey A'bey, &c. places belonging to Sarkur, that Mr. Sump¬ 
tion, Gomaftah, belonging to the Honourable Engliffi Company, informed me 
here, that on, all the goods he purchafes.'and fends for the Honourable Com¬ 
pany to Bombay, he pays no more than one and an half per cent, cuftoms, on' 
the market price, which I hereby confirm and order, that no more than that 
cuftom may be received of him, as ufual; but on all Europe goods, which ffiall 
be fent from Bombay, for Coodabage, Laree, Multon, &c. half of what 
cuftoms, &c. charges (luch as paffports, convoy, lodging, duan towff, canah, 
&c.) the Multon merchants pay; and fhould there be fuch goods as the Multuny 
never carry, and it be impoffible to know the cuftoms and charges on them, 
they (the Engliffi) are to pay half of what any of the confiderable merchants 
ufed to pay on the fame, but nobody is to demand any thing morej and the 
fame cuftoms, 8cc. as are above-mentioned, they are to pay on the hing, 
indigo, &c. goods which they never bought before-, and they are alfo to pay 
one and an half per cent, cuftoms, on the faltpetre, be it bought by themfelves, 
or by any body for them, in the Circar’s place, or any where elfe; but no 

officers. 
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officers, farmers, &c. are to demand any thing more from them, but let'them 
carry-on thejr trade unmolefted; and I further order, that lhould their goods 
not be difpofetf oij and they want to carry them back, no cuftoms fhall be 
demanded thereon, nor on any provifions, which Mr. Sumption ffiall fend from 
anyplace on board their fhips, for their maintenance; they are alfo not to 
demand any thing for their gardens, nor in any lhape moleft their gardeners 
boats, veffels, &c. or fend them t(n any Circar’s bufinefs; and it is alfo ordered, 
that their elicits of linen may not bfc opened, or the leaft hinderance (hewn them 
in palling and repairing, it being contrary to our rules; and in Ihort, no one 
fhall prefume to make any new cuftoms to their prejudice, or in any lhape put 
any affront on them, or their people; they have alfo free liberty to provide 
any fort of grain, and fell the fame, and any European goods, at any rate they 
pleafe; the cuftoms on the drippers of gJree,"oil, &c. as alfo on the chefts and 
pots of goods, are to be charged conformable to the weight they put on each 
dupper, cheft or pot, without weighing them again ; and the cuftoms on the 
elephants teeth are to be received on the amount of lale, when they are fold; 
and fhould Mr. Sumption either buy or build a houfe, or warehoufe, at 
Aurunga-Bunder, or at Tattah, rr.y laid people are to give him all the afliftance 
they can, that it may coft him only a reafonable price; and he is to have all

purchafe, bring down, and export out of the country, from .Xattah, hing, 
indigo, or any other goods, which he may not formerly have dealt in, or hath 
a fettled cuftom for, to receive only the above-mentioned cuftoms and raps, 
by the cuftom-mafter, duanna, &K. as aforefaid, and more (on no terms) to 
afk or demand; and furthermore, ifNhe abovefaid Gomaftah or agent fhould, 
in any part within the extent of my dornmions, of himfelf extradl, or purchafe 
from others faltpetre, the cuftoms ope'th^ true valuation, at the price of the 
place, with all cuftomary charges brcluded, 1 have fettled and affixed thereon, 
viz. in whatever place, wichii my gCvcrrari&tf or dominions, that he may 
extrafb or purchafe, to receive on it, in that place only, the abovefaid cuftom of 
one and an half percent, and that my muttafeddees, cuftom-mafters, diredars, 
radawrs, guzzervans, do not, on no pretence of cuftoms, or cuftomary rights, 
cuftoms on boats, morelfor or mifleree on ditto boats, chitts, or other ui'ual 
cuftoms, in no place within my territories, give any impediment to them; but 
the abovefaid Gomaftah may, without trouble, and in a fatisfadtory manner, 
carry on and tranfadt his bufinefs, without moleftation ; and that no other 
perfon may be permitted^ export the aforefaid commodity, and that what¬ 
ever goods he may import here, and not meet a fale for, if he, fooner or later, 
firft or laft export them again, by no means to demand any cuftoms, charges, 
&fc. or give any; y>,pcdiment to their exportation. 


' And at the time of their flips arrival at arty of my bunders (or ports) if they 
ihould puichafe provifions for the Englilli and Lafcars cf their (hips, fuch as 
bullocks, cows, goats, Iheep, or other neceffiuies, at Tattali, or from out of the 
country, and export in fhips, on no terms, to afk, demand, receive, or give the 
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leaft trouble, concerning cuftoms thereon -, furthermore for cufto-hs or other

gjve them trouble about opening, or demand the' fight of, on any pretence

And for cuftoms of Moree, MilT-atec, &c. on their boat, they may hire, or 
keep to go to and fro in, not to^, afk Ur, make any demand on* and on their 
lervants, and thofe under their pjote&ion, by 1 no means to receive, or give them 
any trouble, on account of Head-money, or other dues of any kind, received 
from my fubje&s, or for. any other new cuftoms, or demands, that may arile or 
be colledted in my country. 

And for any Nirk^na (cuftoms on rice) or leave of carrying to their houfe of 
grain, Ibid in Tattah, or Nungana, on cotton imported from abroad, to make 
no demand, or give any trouble thereon; and for Nungana on ghee and oil, 
agreeable to the cuftom of Maund, for a dubbe\ to make account as ufual, 
and receive the cuftomary dues; and whether it is ''put in fmall buttaroes, or 
larger jocks, or in other vefiels (larger or fmaller) to make account on the 
euftoms of Maunds, eight Maunds perdubber; and ern the lauval'ma, fix 
cuftoms on the fale of elephants teeth, to receive, when fold, tne'-*ufual cuftom 
of nine per cent, paid by the buyer, and no more. 

And if the aforefaid Gomaftah (or agent) fhould at Tattah, or Aurunga- 
Eitnder, choole to buy or build a houfe for a fablory, do you give him all the 
afiiftance, to the utmoftof your power, to aftift and forward him therein, and 
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at ffitfftaSn expence, that they may fettle in my country, in a ftrong fecure 
Mftory, to tir^iffatisfadion, fo as to trade.With fpirit, and without appreheniion, 
{S'tljSi ujcreatfj or revenues,, and advantage of my country; and ^hauio other 
Engliftiman be permitted thofe favours, and that they niay at pleafure, and 


without control, receive the cuftomary dues and privileges^i^eir 'i^&iries; 
As the feeftctning favours, and-continuing friendflrip with the Englilh, VrJude- 
firable in my prefence, therefore infill:, that due regard (in every refpedt) fc 
paid to the above Sunnud, and rlo^demand made-for new ones.

I now inform you, that I am arrived, with all my forces, in the Fort of Shah- 
bunder, and have determined to colleft no cuftoms (not even a fingle pice) 
on the goods that any Kinrf/merchants may bring to Shahbunder, buc on ali 
exported from hence, they are to pay the ufual cuftoms ; you may be fure of 
this my determination, and import goods from any parts, to trade here. 

I hope you will foon fend your man here, to choofe a place for building a 
iboufe or fadtory.

• Majefty’s fubjefts being made light of by them, and they even proceeded fo / 
far as to takeaway the lives of our people, in diredt breach of your 
Firmaund; and in Ihort, inftead of being the prote&crs of thdplace, beoetre the 
oppreflors of It, to fuch a degree, that the juft orders of your Majefty were no 
ways regarded in this City, by their means, and things were come to this pafs, 
thatthough, in confideration of tl?e. Tanka, the Sciddee was to protedt the bar, 
yet fo far was be from doing that, that, for many months pafty a large fleet of

the like extraordinary jtxpgtste as before ; and to the families of thole who may 
die fighting in the Coftjptyvy’s caufe, they agree W'gtVh thefn as follows, viz. 
To thofe of the officers, from 340 fanams to 7^0 fanams each, according to 
their refpefhve ranks; and to thofe of the common nairs, from 120 to 240 each, 
according to theirs, in like manner as the King would do, which he is to 
declare by ola; and thofe who fhall be wounded, the Company will either 
caufe to be cured by their or a Malabar doflor, at their expence •, or if they 
rather choOfe to obtain their own cure,.

Year, and have accordingly iffued the necefiary orders to our Cuftom-Mafters 
and Officers.

The RoyalGrani^of King Baddacalamfjur Regent of Golafiria i 
dated the qth of Septetdber> 1760. 

ARTICLE I. 

Of our free and good will, we confirm, to theEngliih Company, all their 
Grants and Privileges in our Kingdom, given them by our anceftors, alfo the 
Agreement entered into with'our younger brother, to be and remain unalterable 
for ever. 

ARTICLE II. 

Whereas all the pepper, produced in our country, is permitted by thefe 
Grants to be bought by the Company, without any impediment; alfo for them 
to impede any one tranfporting thereof: We now, in order the more firmly 
to eftablifh this privilege unto them, and efpecially r> prevent the Dutch, or 
anyon^elfe, purchafing the pepper of Rhandoterrah, fVrther confent to the 
Company’s placing their people, both by land and fea, in any part they may 
judge proper to fruflrrate it; and if, for this purpofe, the Chief of Tellicherry 
fhall requeft our affiftance, we hereby promile to afford it in like manner as he 
may defirc it. 

ARTICLE III. 

All veffels of what kind foever drove on foore, by ftrefs of weather, or other 
accidents, in the dominions of Colaflria, are, by the laws thereof, the Sovereign’s 

property; 
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propels but fhould any one belonging to the Englifh. Company, or having 
thek^Tea.led pafs, happen to run aflaore in any part of oun.dominions, we pro- 
tnife hottofeize thereon, but rather to be aiding, To as to prevent, as much as 
poffible, any damage or lofs accruing' to the faid veflel, or Tier cargo, and to re- 
ftore her to the Company for Recount of the lawful'owners. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Having frequently experienced maleficient and difobedient behaviour in our 
heir, Unnamen Tamban, we are determined to rejeft him, and take filch other 
as^ on confulting with the Chief of Tellicherry, “he may approve ; though in 
cafe Unnamen Tamban returns to his obedience, with the Chief's content, we 
will retake him for our heir; and fhould any of our fucceffors happen to be 
brotherlefs or nephewlefs, and be neceffitated to conftituce fome other Prince, 
.more diftantly allied, their heir, we agree, that he fhall firft advife with the 
Chief, for the time being, of Tellicherry, and not appoint him but with his 
approbation.

Be it known to all, that I, the King Baddacalamctir Regent of the Kingdom 
of Colaftria, taking into confideration the many fervices, favours and afliftances 
received, by our Palace of Pally, from thehrlonourable Englilh Company, as 
well in the time of our anceftors as in our own, efpecially in the difference 
which was of late between us, and our Nephew, Prince Unnameu; wherein we 
experienced a firm and faithful friendihip from the Company; in confequence 
whereof, by this our Royal writing, over and above all former privileges, we 
give and grant, to the faid Englifh Company, our whole right of collefting 
cuftoms, in all and every place under their protection, throughout our domi¬ 
nions, from this day forward for ever; in lieu of w hich, the Company fhall be 
obliged annually to pay 11s the fum of twenty-one thoufand (21000) filver 
fanams, wherewith we are fatisfied, and againlt which our heirs and fucceffors 
have nothing to obje£t, nor fhall at any time; it being done of our own free and 
good will, and palled with our Sign Royal.

Articles of Agreement with Sciddee Hillol , on the Part of 
Himfelf end the Inhabitants offajfrabad , dated the 3 d 
of January, 1761. 

Sciddee Hillol profeffes himfelf a fervant of Sciddee Yacood Khan, of 
Gingerah, and faithfully promifes obedience to all lawful orders of the faid 
Yacood Khan, and his fucceffors. 

Sciddee Hillol, having received many favours from the Honourable Englilh 
Company, and being promoted to the Eouzdarry of Jaffrabad, by their intereft 
and interceflion with hfs Mafter, Sciddee Yacood Khan, to teftify his gratitude 
to them, and to promote the welfare of the inhabitants of Jaffrabad, has entered 
into the following Articles, as the foundation of a firm and lafting peace, viz. 

AR'TICLE I. 

That a Uriel friendlhip is now entered into between the Englilh, in all parts 
of India, and rthe inhabitants of Jaffrabad, alias Mufafarabad. 

A. R T I C L E II. 

That no boats or vefiels, with Englilh palles and colours, lhall be molefted 
on the high feas, or elfewhere, by thofe of Jaffrabad; and all Jaffrabad trading 
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boats, with Sciddee IJillol’s pafs and colours, be treated as friends by the 
Englifli. ^ 

ARTICLE IH,

All boats and veffels of both parties, being in diftrefs, and going into the 
ports of one or other, fhall have all polTible affiftance afforded them* and 
liberty given to go away when they pleafe, as is cuftomary between friends.

That the Merchants of Bombay and Jaffrabad have free liberty of trade, 
to thofe and all other parts under their refpeftive jurifdidtions, on paying fuch 
duties as ire eftablifhed now, or may hereafter be fettled* 

ARTICLE V. 

That the Honourable^ Company’s cruifers fhall not be fubjeit to anchorage,. 
or any other fees of that nature, paid by merchants boats. 

ARTICLE VI. ^ 

fhe inhabitants of the adjoining country of Jaffrabad often making ufe of 
the name of Jaffrabad Merchants, to get the Honourable Company’s pafs, and 
afterwards employ their boats in pirating, it is agreed, that Sciddee Hillol 
ft.dl give letters to merchants only, and thofe fuch as he is well allured are fit 
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to be,trufted ; and tliat none but fuch as produce his letts$ fnail have the 
Honourably Company’s pafs granted them. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sciddee Hillol promifes not tf? give his pafs to any of the Jaffrabad cruifing 
boats, nor to thofe of Sultanpore^or any pirates whatever. 

'ARTICLE VIII. 

In cafe any Jaffrabad boats are taken or detected in molefting, feizing or 
plundering any veffel, with Englifh pafs and cdiours, the Honourable Com¬ 
pany may treat fuch boats and their crews in what manner they pleafe. 

ARTICLE IX. 

That Sciddee Hillol will ul'e his befl: endeavours to fupply Bombay with 
live cattle, whenever occafionwiay require, they being paid for on delivery. 

ARTICLE X. 

As Sciddee Hillol is defirous of encreafing the trade of Jaffrabad, he has 
requefted, that the merchants of that place, who fhali procure bio pafs, may be 
permitted to trade to Surat with freedom, and enjoy the privileges granted them 
many years fince-, it is agreed, that the Honouraoie the Prefident and Council 
fhali recommend to the Chief any faftors, at Surat, to procure,from the Govern- 
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mcnt, a full and free permiffion for their trading thither, and enjoying all their 
ancient privileges, taking care that they meet with no opprefiions whatever. 

-ARTICLE XL 

Sciddee Hillol faithfully promifes to ufe his endeavours, to bring, the Sul- 
tanpore Coolies to Articles of Agreement, np/ to moled the ports of Broach, 
Jambofe'er, Cambay, Gogo, 6cc. and in cafe the Coolies will not be prevailed 
upon in this point, Sciddee Hillol engages to join with us in an expedition 
againft them ; he ivith his land fprees, and we with our fleet. 

ARTIC L^E XII. 

The City of Surat, and the Town ofBownagur, being under the proteftion 
of Surat Caftle, now in poffeffion of the Honourable Company, by virtue of 
the King’s Royal Firmaund, the merchants and inhabitants of both places 
are comprehended in this Treaty; therefore, fhould they be treated with violence, 
in their trade or perfons, by the Jaffrabad boats or forces, the Honourable 
Company will refent it. < 


ARTICLE XIII. 

In cafe any vefiels or boats fhall be wrecked on the coaft of Jaffrabad, or 
any where within its jurifdiftion, belonging to the Englifh, Sciddee Hillol 
faithfully promifes, that all afiiftance fhall be given, fuitable to the occafion-, 
and fhould their vefiels, their cargoes, fails, (lores, &c. afterwards be faved, 
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every article Ih ail be reftored to the owners, without his detaining or keeping 
the leaft part thereof, under any preface whatever ; and the Honourable 
Company engage to do the fame by any trading vefiels or boats, belonging to 
Jalpfabad, which may have Sciddee Hillol’s pals and colours, and meet with 
- the like misfortune, in any port or place of their jurifdidiQn.

ARTICLE I. 

That fuch of the Moratta officers who have prefumed to flop any patta- 
mars, and obftrudted the bufmefs of the Englifh, by any impediments what¬ 
ever, {hall be feverely punilhed for fuch their offences; and to prevent the 
like happening again in future, ftrift orders {hall be iffued imfnediately for 
that purpofe, which, if not found fufficient to anfwer that end, the Englifh 
are to acquaint Madarao thereof; and if redrefs is not obtained in reafonable 
time, if the Englifh tiien take fatisfaflion of fuch offenders, in whatever ' 
manner may by them be thought proper, it is not to be deemed a breach of 
.friendfhip between the two Governments. ( 

ARTICLE II, 

That ample fatisfacticn fhall be made, within Two Months from the date

That all Europeans and natives, either foldiers, feamen or others, in his 
Britannic Majcfty’s or the Honourable Company’s pay, who may hen- fer 
defert from Bombay, lhall be immediately fecured, and returned to the necrelt 
Engl.lh fcttlemcnt, to fuch place where they may be apprehended, upon 
land.ng in any part of the Moratta country; the Governor having promifed 
■M fuch a free pardon, and to pay any reafonable charges that may be incurred 
on the occafion; in like manner lhall be delivered up ali deferters in the 
Engliih pay, from Surat, on their being known, or immediately on receiving 
notice of them, within the Moratta limits, it not being in their power to ipeak 
more pofitively with refpebt to thofe of Surat, as the country thereabouts is 
open, and numbers go through it without being known: It is al!o ag-eed, 
that whatever people, Europeans of all Nations excepted, who a r e in the 
fervice of Madarao, and may defert therefrom to the Engliih, lhall be delivered 
up on the fame terms and conditions.

That proper people ffiall' be forthwith difpatched, for refixsrikg the whola 
jurlfdi&ion and territories of Kajahpore to the Seiddees of Giagershj in the 
fame condition, and manner, as they remaned before invaded and attacked by 
Ramajee Punt, which country is not to be ipdlefted in future, by any of the 
Moratta officers or fubjedls. 


ARTICLE V. 

That all prifoners taken .by the Morattas or Seiddees, fubje&s of either 
Government, and now in their pofleffion, lhall be fent to Bombay, within one 
Month from the figning of thefe Articles, and mutually reftored by the Go¬ 
vernor to their freedom; and all hoftilities between the Morattas and Seiddees 
ffiall ceafe from this time. 

Laftly, That proper orders (hall be inftantly difpatched to all the Moratta 
officers, requiring them to fhew a due obedience to thefe Articles, which 
are to be confirmed under Madarao’s Seal, and tranfmitted to Bombay with 
■ all poffible expedition, after the figning and iealing thereof; when a coun¬ 
terpart of the fame is to be executed by the Governor, and tranfmitted to 
Poonah. 

Tn confirmation of all which, I, Govirtd Seuram Punt Tatiah, have to this 
Instrument intmchangeably fet my Hand and Seal (in behalf of&Iadtrao 
Balajee Pandit aforefud ', at Bombay, the 14th of September, 1761.

Be it known to all Faquirs’ 1 , Governors, or other officers, who now are or 
hereafter may be in authority, in the department of cuftoms, or farms at Tattah, 
Shah-Bunder, Aurunga-Bunder, Carrachu or Datajah, the cuftoms on cattle, 
&c. called Nukaffi, Package, Grain, Buzar Cuftoms on leather, and the Gott 
Chuabar, the Circar of Chachlon and Choker- Holla, the Circar of Narfipore, 
&c. Hallacundu, the Circar of Seveftan, Coodabad Ruree, and at' other places 
within our dominions, that the noble Mr. Erlkine, an Englishman, and refident 
for affairs of the potent, magnificent and Honourable Engliih Company, in 
Scindy, being come to our Court, for the more firmly eftablifliing the fa&ory 
of his fuperiors, has rcquefted, and we have, on account of the Uriel friendlhip 
lubfifting between us and the faid Honourable Company, granted, and do 
hereby particularly order, that befides the Engliih, no other Europeans fhall 
either import or export goods, or merchandize, or come and go upon that 
account, within the dominions of Scindv, or the Soubah of Tattah and Buchor, 
or any other of the Bunders under our authority. 

Whatever goods or merchandize, belonging to the faid Factory, or its de¬ 
pendents, (hall be imported at any of the Bunders, are to be exempted from 


thole of the Prince’s Tribe. 
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payingany import cuftoms, agreeable to our former Grants, and therefore none 
are t©*be demanded: If they carry goods either from ;lhe Bunders to Tattah, 
up country, on paying the cuftoms they did formerly, certificates mult be 
given t&etn, and nothing further is to be demanded, on .any account, that they 
may'carry on their trade with eafe and fatisfadtion: Whatever goods they may 
export from any of the Bunders are to pay one and an half per cent, agreeable 
to our former Perwannah; or if goods are purchafcd -by them, and exported 
from Tattah, they are to-pay fuch cuftoms as were before ufurd, and nothing 
further is to be demanded: No other merchant, but the aforefaid refident, is 
to purchafe for exportation any of the faltpetre that may be produced in 
Scindy, or within our dominions, or if they purchafe and export this article, 
they lhall be punifhed in luch a manner as (hall deter them for ever again 
interfering in that trade: Whatever faltpetre the aforefaid Company’s reftdent 
lhall either extradt, in any part of our dominions, or purchafe of other mer¬ 
chants, and refine, the cuftom farmers, atfuch places, lhall receive the cuftoms 
thereon, as formerly, that the faid Company’s dependents may carry on this 
trade to their fatisfadtion: If they difpatch their own dingeys, gallivats, or 
other veflels to the bar, after proper precautions, pcrmiiTion fir all be granted, 
and they meet with no impediment, which is to be ftridtly obferved, or if their 
faid veflels are fent up and down the river, on their factory bufinefs, and palling 
under Shah Gurr, or by the guard veflels, &c. on pernriflion granted, they are 
not to be flopped, that they may come and go without trouble; fhould it 
happen, which God forbid, that any of their fhips, gallivats, boats, &c. fhould 
run afhore, or be wrecked, either on our bars, coafts, or without our rivers, 
■ our officers in fuch places are to affift them; and whatever effedts may be faved, 
belonging to fuch veflels, whether rigging, neceffaries belonging to the crew, or 
other goods, are to be delivered, to the fmalleft item, to the refident aforefaid,

The pepper, fandal wood, and cardemoms, produced in the Kingdom of 
Cartenaddu, ihall be contracted for by the Engliih Company, without any 
impediment, they advancing for and buying them at the current prices, and 
paying the King eleven and a quarter fanams, as duties on each candy of pepper, 
and on all the articles agreeable to the cuftom of the country. 

A R T I C.L E II. 

If at any time it (hould happen, that any vefiel, whether large or fmall, with 
the Honourable Company’s fealed paflport, and Englifh colours, be drove 
afhore in the Kingdom of Cartenaddu, on the Chief, for the time being, writing 
to the King, he promifes to deliver up the faid vefiel and her cargo, the Com¬ 
pany defraying any expence the King may be at, in placing guards for the 
^better fafety thereof. 


ARTICLE III, 

Any perfon or perfons, who may defert the Honourable Company’s fervice,

The importation and fale of woollen goods to be folely in the hands of 
the Englilh ; and if any perfon whatever attempts to bring woollen goods clan- 
deftinely, it fhall be lawful for the Englifh to feize them: This Article to take 
place in four Months, from the date hereof.

The Honourable Englilh Company have free liberty to build a com¬ 
modious faftory, and warehoufes, at Onore, by the water fide, or any place 
they may pitch upon; and they may endofe their compound, with a wall of 
ftoneand mud, without any guns-, the ground allotted them lhall be rent-free, 
whilllthe Englilh have a faftory at Onore; no other European nation lhall 
have leave to fettle there. 

ARTICLE II, 

The Englilh have the foie liberty granted them of purchafing all the pepper, 
produced between Mirjee and Batcole, both thefe places included; nor lhall 
any European, or other nation befides them, have leave to purchafe pepper 
within thefe diftrifts; the price lhall be adjufted every Year, between the 
refident and four principal merchants of Onore.

The Honourable Englifh Company have free liberty to export annually, 
from Mmgulore, three hundred corge of rice, for the fervice bf TelKcherry, 
exempt from the duty called adlamy; or if they choofe to carry this rice to 
Bomba/, it is exempt from the fame duty; any private Engliih merchants, who 
purchaie rice, mull: be liable to the.fame cuftoms as other merchants.

Royal Grant from Carem Khan, in 1763. 

The Great God having, of his infinite mercy, givep victory unto Carem 
Khan, and made him Chief Governor of all the Kingdoms of Perfia, and 
eftablilhed under him the peace and tranquillity of the faid Kingdoms, by 
means of his victorious fword, he is defirous that the faid Kingdoms lhould 
flourilh, and reobtain their ancient grandeur, by the encreafe of trade and 
commerce, as well as by a due execution of juftice. 

Having been informed, that the Right Worlhipful William Andrew Price, 
Efq; Governor-General for the Englifh nation, in th-. gulph of Perfia, is 
arrived with power to fettle a faCtory at Bulhire, and lias left Mr. Benjamin 
Jervis refident, who, by directions ’from the faid Governor-General, has fent 
unto me Mr. Thomas Durnfora, and Stephen Hermit, linguitt, to obtain a 
Grant of their ancient privileges, in thefe Kingdoms, I do, of my free-will and 
great friendfhip for theEngliJi nation, grant unto the faid Governor-General, 
in behalf of his King and Company, the following privileges, which lhall be 
inviolably obferved, and held facred in good faith. 

That the Englifh Company may have as much ground, and in any part of 
Bulhire, they choofeto build a factory on, or at any other port m tnc gulph; 
they may have as many cannon mounted on it as they choofe, but not to be 
larger than fix pounds bore; and they may build factory houfes in any part of 
.the Kingdom they choofe.

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No cuftoms fha\l be charged the Englilh, on any goods imported or exported 
by them, at Bulhire, or any other port in the gulph of Perfia, on condition, that 
at no time they import or export other perfons goods in their names* 
may ■.alfo fend their goods, cuftoms free, all over the Kingdom of Perfia-, 
on what goods they fell atBulhire, or elfewhere, the Shaik, or Governor, 
only charge the merchants an export duty of three per cent. 

No other European nation, or other perfons, Ihall import any woollen goods 
to any port on thePerfian fhore, in the gulph, but the Englilh Company only; 
anti fhould any one attempt to do it clandeftinely, their goods lhall be feized 
and confifcated. 

Should any of the Perfian merchants, or others, become truly indebted to 
the Englilh, the Shaik, or Governor of the place, lhall oblige the/n to pay’it; 
but fhould lie fail in life duty herein, the Epglilh Chief may do his own juftice, 
and ad as he pleafes with the debtors, to recover what owed him or them. 

In all the Kingdom of Perfia, the Englilh may fell their goods to, and buy 
from, whomever they judge proper ; nor lhall the Governor, or Shaik of any 
ports or places, prevent their importing or exporting any goods whatever. 

When any Englilh Ihip or Ihips arrive at any ports in the gulph of Perfia, 
no merchants lhall purchafe from them clandeftinely, but with the confent and 
knowledge of the Englilh Chief there refident. 

Should any Englilh Ihip or vefiel be drove on Ihore, unfortunately wrecked, 
or othei wife loft, in any part of the gulph of Perfia, the Shaiks, or Governor

That the Engliih, according to what was formerly cuftomary, Ihall purchafe, 
from' the Perfia merchants, fuch goods as will anfwer for fending to England, 
or India, provided they and the Perfians Ihall agree on reafonable prices for 
the fame, and not export, from Perfia, the whole amount of their l'ales in ready 
money, as this will impoverish the Kingdom, and in the ehd prejudice trade 
in general.

Articks of Agreement with the Bouncello, concluded at the 
Fort at Raree, the 7 th of April, 1765. 

ARTICLE I. 

There fhall be perpetual peace and friendlhip re-eftablifhed, between the 
Honourable Company and Kemfavant, the Bouncello, their fucceflfors and heirs; 
and for the drifter obfervanee of the following Treaty of peace, Kemfavant, the 
Bouncello, agrees to fend two hoftages of note, with their families, to refide 
at Bombay, and to be maintained at his charge. 

ARTfCLE II. 

The Bouncello renounces all pretenfions which he has heretofore formed, or 
might form, to the lands and tenements, fituated between the rivers of Curlee 
and Salfee, from the fea fhore up to the foot of the GaUts, which he cedes and 
guarantees to the Honourable Company, in full right, and will put them in 
poffeflion of the fame; as likewife the fovereignty of the faid river, anti the 
iflancs therein; but the Bouncello requells, and hopes, the Honourable Com¬ 
pany will caufe the amount of one-third of the annual revenues, of the faid 
lands and tenemehts, to be paid him, either in money or Europe ftaples, or in 
grain: In coof.aeration of his agreeing to, and fulfilling the Tenth Article, the 
Honourable Company, on their part, renounce all pretenfions to the lands, rents. 
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revenues and tribute^, which now, or heretofore did pay obedience, rents or 
tributes, to the Malwans, in any part of this country, to the fouth of the river 
Curlee, and cedes and guarantees the fame, in full right, to the Bouncello. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Bouncello agrees to pay, to the Honourable Company, one feck of 
rupees, as the reftitution for the expences they have been at, during the troubles 
fubfifting between the contrafting parties; half to be paid in eight days from 
the time in which this Treaty is concluded, 25000 rupees within twelve months 
of this date, and the remainder 25000 rupees within three years from the date 


ARTICLE IV, 

The Bouncello will not, by any menaces, or otherwife, dire&ly or indire&lv, 
deter the inhabitants of the different diftrifts or villages, ceded to the 
Honourable Company, from living in them peaceably; and furthermore will 
oblige all the inhabitants, with their families, who belonged to, or lived in the 
aforefaid diftridts, who have quitted them, or may hereafter leave them, to 
return to their habitations.

The Bouncello grants, to the Honourable Company, an exclufive right 
(except to the Portuguefc nation) of importing and vending all Europe cloths, 
lead, iron, Heel, copper, and Europe commodities, in his territories, and to pafs 
the fame through his country.

T H E fatisfadtion I feel on occafion of fuch a friend (hip, and 
extraordinary juftice as the Company have difplayed towards 
me, is fo great, that were I to begin to tell you what my mind con¬ 
ceives on the occafion, the fubjedt would never have an end; had I a 
thoufand tongues they could not exprefs my gratitude. When I had 
an interview with your Lordlhip, I opened to you the fentiments of 
my heart; but as mere verbal declarations on this fubjedt are not 
fufficient, I have thought it proper to write you a letter. 


I (hall ever confider rnyfelf as nourifbed and protedted by the 
Company, and (hall therefore never aflift or fuccour their enemies; 
no meafure (hall ever proceed from me contrary to their inte- 
refls, nor will I ever fet on foot any connection with other powers, 
without the Company’s confent. This 1 have written, as means 
of increafing the friendfhip that is between us.

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In the prefent condition of my country, the placing a garrifon of 
English' troops in the fort and city of Tanjore is exceedingly ne- 
ceflliry; but betides this garrifon, if the Company will allow fotne 
more troops alfo, for the protection of my whole country, this 
aifo will be highly proper. ' If by the favour of heaven this be put 
in execution, neither I, or any of my family, will need to fear 
that the calamities of war will fall upon this, country again ; and 
if the Company will only favor me thus far, I will with plea- 
fure affign them out of my revenues the fum of four lacks of pa¬ 
godas per annum, for their military expences. The mode of pay¬ 
ment as follows: November, 2c;,ooo; December, 40,000; January, 
40,000; February, 100,000; March, 100,000; April, 100,000. 

For my body guard I (hall keep a body of men from one hundred 
to five hundred ; and I want not one man, either horfe or foot, more 
than that number.' 

As my finances are in the utmoft diforder, and the (late of my coun¬ 
try all in confufion, I muft throw myfelf on*the Company for my pre¬ 
fent fupport. 1 therefore wifh them to buy of me, at a reafonable 
rate, all the grain of the prefent year, excepting what my country 
may be in need of. By this means the Company will not be bur- 
thened, and I (hall be enabled to defray the expences of my govern¬ 
ment, without running in debt. 

Finally, as the fort of Devicotah has no country annexed to it, I 
beg the Company will take what they think proper, as a depen¬ 
dency thereon. 

The country of Tanjore is the Company’s; I have only to beg 
they will preferve my honor.

incurred in the Souba of Munargoody for repairing the Aneutta, 
and making new .water-courfes. 

. V. If any aumil, ryot, or dependant of my circar, flies for 
proteftion in the Company’s diftricts, no protection (hall be given 
to any fuch perfons, but they (hall be given up to me. 

VI. People (hall be fent as ufual to draw the rhu^ or coach of 
the pagoda, at the times of proceflion, ‘

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VII. If I fhould at any time difagree with the French, Dutch, 
and others, fettled in my country, and prohibit any grain from being 
carried to their fettlements, the Company Ihall in like manner 
prohibit any grain from being carried o'ut of their diftrifts to 
thefe places. 

VIII. The circar people colleft duties in the diftricts bordering 
onNagore; thefe Ihall continue to be paid; but no duties {ball be 
<paid by me on any articles or commodities purchafed at Nagore for

conditions, and enjoy without moleftation the lands made over to 
them, dated 17th June, 1778, of the Chriftian ./Era, or -21ft 
Jemmadi ul Auel, 1179th year of Tanjour.

The Heads of a Treaty of Friendfhip and Alliance, 
between the Nabob Ameer ul Gmrah, Sujah ul Mulk, 
Behauder, and the Governor and Seledt Committee of 
Fort St, George, in Behalf of the Englifh Eaft-India 
Company. 

ARTICLE 1. 

THE Englilh Company agree to rent .from the Nabob Sujah ul 
Mulk, Behauder, the Circar of Mortezanagur, commonly called 
Gunteor, clear of fxbbendy, for whatever he now annually receives 
from it; as will appear by-the accounts of colledlions of the Au.nil 
now redding there. 


Art. 
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Art. II. We the Englifh Company (hall always have at heart the 
good and profperity of the Nabob Sujah ul Mulk. He lhall di&iifs 
from his fervice the French foldiers now with him. We will fend 
him what troops he may want, (the quota to be fettled hereafter) 
who will remain with him conftantly, and obey his inftrudtions. 
They are, however, only to be employed within the diftriifts 
belonging to him, or for the defence of his country, in cafe of an 
attack from a foreign enemy 5 but thefe troops are on no account 
to be carried out of his country, or thofe of the Zemindars dependent 
upon him. If his affairs fhould at any time require his going to 
vifit his brother, the Nabob .Nizam ud Dowlah, Behauder, their 
troops ihall attend him, and be always with him. 

Art. III. The expences of their troops fhall be regulated by the 
Company’s cuftom; and the accounts having been figned by the* 
Nabob, fhall be paid monthly from the rent of the Guntoor Circar. 
The remainder of the rent fhall be regularly remitted in Soucar bills 
to the Nabob. In cafe of any improper behaviour, or difrefpedt, 
fhewn by the commanding officer, or any other European officer of 
our troops; upon reprefentation being made to us by the NaJjofa, 
we fhall remove fuch officer, and appoint another in his room. 

Art. IV. If the Nabob Sujah ul Mulk’s territories be in¬ 
vaded by an enemy, we fhall, befides the troops that are ftationed 
with him, fend fuch a fufficient foicc as we can fpare to his 
affiflance. The ordinary and extraordinary expences of fuch troops, 
whatever they may amount to, fhall be paid agreeable to the 
Company’s eftablifhed cuftoms by the Nabob, who will fign the 
accounts. If any difputes arife between our foldiers and fepoys, and 
the ryots, and the fervants of the Nabob, puniffiment fhall be inflifted 
by our officers on our men, agreeable to the Englifh laws and 

cuftoms. 
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Caftoms. The Englifh officershrid their people (hall not interfere 
with the fervants and ryots of the Nabob ; and (hall not protect or 
countenance them.in any (hape. In cafe pf any difpute, where the 
Nabob’s people appear to be in the wrong, they (hall be delivered 
tap to him for puhifhment. 

A&T. V. The c'nftomary allowances of the Zemindars of the 
Guntoor Circar, amounting annually, to five' thoufand pagodas, (hall 
continueas before. The Fort and Jaghire'villages of Condawir (hall 
remain under the management of the fervants of the Nabob; but a 
garrifon of Knglilh troops, as may be deemed neceffary for the 
defence of the fort, (hall be llationed with the Killadar. 

Art. VI. If the Company (hall demand a body of horfe from the 
‘Nabob, he (hall let tham have a number according to his abilities; 
and the faid cavalry (hall be. returned to him, and their expences paid 
as foon as the fervice for which they (hall be required is finifhed. 

Thefe articles we promife in general to fulfil on our part, until a 
more full and 'explicit treaty can be drawn out, which (hall be drawn 
out as foon as poffible. Witnefs our hands, and the Seal" of the 
Company, in Fort St. George, the 27th Day of April, 1779.

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Treaty of Peace with the Nabob Tippoo Suitaun, Bahauder, 



TREATY of perpetual peace and friendfhip between the Ho¬ 
norable the Englilh Eaft-India Company and the Nabob Tippoo Sui¬ 
taun, Bahauder, on his own behalf, for the countries of Seringapatam, 
Hyder Nagur, &c. and all his other pofleffions, fettled by Anthony 
Sadleir, George Leonard Staunton, and John Huddlefton, Efquires, 
on behalf of the Honorable Englilh Eaft-India Company, for all their 
pofleffions, and for the Carnatic Payen Gaut, by virtue of powers dele¬ 
gated to the Right Honorable the Prefident and Select! Committee of 
Fort Saint Georgp /or that purpofe, by the Honorable the Governor 
General and Council, appointed by the King and Parliament of Great- 
Britain to direft and controul all political affairs of the Honorable 
Englilh Eaft-India Company in India, and by the faid Nabob, 
agreeable to the following Articles, which are to be ftriclly and in-' 
variably obferved, as long as the fun and moon ffiall laft, by both 
parties; that is to fay, by the Englilh Company and the three Go~ 
vernments of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, and the Nabob Tippoo 
Suitaun, Bahauder. 

ARTICLE I. 

Peace and friendlhip lhall immediately take place between the faid 
Company and the Nabob Tippoo Suitaun, Bahauder, and their triends 
and allies; particularly including therein the Rajahs of Tanjore and 
Travencore, who are friends and allies to the Englilh, and the Car¬ 
natic Payen Gaut, alfo Tippoo Sultaun’s friends and allies; the Biby 
B 2 of 
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of Cananore and the Rajahs or Zemindars of the Malabar coafl, are 
included in this treaty : The Englifh will not direCtly or indire&ljr 
affift the enemies of the Nabob Tippoo Saultaun, Bahauder, nor Bfaiie 
war upon his friends or allies; and the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, 
Bahauder, will not diredlly or indireCtly affift the enemies, nor make 
war upon the friends or allies of the Englifh. 

Art. II. Immediately after figning and fealing the treaty by the Na¬ 
bob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder, and the three Englifh Commiffioners, 
the faid Nabob fhall fend orders for the complete evacuation of the 
Carnatic, and the refloration of ^all the. forts and places in it, now 
poflefled by his troops, the forts of Amboorgur and Satgur excepted; 
and fuch evacuation and refloration fhall actually and effectually be 
made in the fpace of thirty days from the day of figning the treaty. 
.And the faid Nabob fliall alfo, immediately after figning the treaty, " 
fend orders for the releafe of all the perfons who were taken and 
made prifoners in the late war and now alive, whether European or 
Native ; and for their being fafely conducted to, and delivered at, fuch 
Englifh forts or fettlements as fhall be nearefl to'the places where 
they now are, fo that the faid releafe and delivery of the prifoners fhall 
actually and effectually be made in thirty days from the day of figning 
the treaty. The Nabob will caufe them to be fupplied with provi- 
fions and conveyances for the journey, the expence of which fliall be 
made good to him by the Company. The Commiffioners will fend 
an officer or officers to accompany the prifoners to the different places 
where they are to be delivered : in particular, Abdul Wahab Cawn, 
taken at Chitoor, and his family, fhall be immediately releafed, and 
if willing to return to the Carnatic, fhall be allowed to do fo. If 
any perfon or perfons belonging to the faid Nabob, and taken by the 
Company in the late war, be now alive and in prifon in Bencoolen or 
other territories of the Company, fuch perfon or perfons fhall be im¬ 
mediately

.mediately releafed, and, if willing to return, {hall be fent without 
delay to the neareft fort or fettlerftent in the Myfore country. Baf- 
wapa, late Amuldar of Palicacherry, fhall be releafed and at liberty 

Art. III. Immediately after fignirig and fealing the treaty, the 
. Englifh Commiffioners fhall give written orders for the delivery of 
Dnore Carwar and Sadafhevagada, and forts or places adjoining thereto, 
and fend a fhip or fhips to bring away the garrifons. The Nabob 
Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder, will caufe the troops in thofe places to 
be fiipplied with provifions, and any other neceflary affiftance for their 
voyage to Bombay, (they paying for the fame). The Commiffioners 
will likewife give at the fame time, written orders for the immediate 
delivery of the forts and diftricls of Caroor, Auracourchy and 
Daraparam; and immediately after the releafe and delivery of the 
prifoners as beforementioned, the fort and diftrift of Dindigul fhall 
be evacutedand reftored to the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder; and 
none of the troops of the Company fhall afterwards remain in the 
country of the Na*bob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder. 

Art. IV. As foon as all the prifoners are releafed and delivered, 
the fort and diftrift of Cannanore fhall be evacuted and reftored to 
Ali Rajah Biby, the queen of that country, in the prefence of any 
one perfon without troops, whom the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Ba¬ 
hauder, may appoint for that purpofe ; and at the fame time that the 
orders are given for the evacuation and delivery of the forts of Canna¬ 
nore and Dindigul, the faid Nabob fhall give written orders for the 
evacuation and delivery of Amboorgur and Satgur to the Englifh; 
and in the mean time, none of the troops of the faid Nabob fhall 
be left in any par: of the Carnatic, except in die two forts above- 
mentioned. 

Art. V. After the conclufion of this treaty, the Nabob Tippoo' 
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Sultaun, Bahauder, will make no claim whatever in future on the 
Carnatic. 

Art. VI. All perfons whatfoever who have been taken' and 
carried away from the Carnatic Payen Gaut (which includes 
Tanjore) by the late Nabob Hyder Ali Cawn, .Bahauder, ; ' in 
heaven, or by the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder, or otherwife 
belonging to the Carnatic, and now in the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, 
Bahauder’s dominions, and willing to return, /hall be immediately 
allowed to return with their families and chiidien, or as foon as may 
he convenient to themfelves.; and all perfons belonging to the 
Vencatacherry Rajah, who were taken prifoners in returning from 
the fort of Vellour, to which place they had been font with provifipns, 
fhall alfo be releafed and permitted immediately to return. Lifts of 
the principal perfons belonging to the Nabob Mahomed Ali Cawn, 
Bahauder, and to the Rajah of Vencatagherry, fhall be delivered to 
the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun's minifters ; and the Nabob will caufe 
the contents of this article to be publicly notified throughout his 
country. 

Art. VII. This being the happy period of general peace and 
reconciliation, the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder, as a teftimony 
and proof of his friendlhip to the Englifh, agrees, that the Rajahs 
or Zemindars on this coaft, who have favored the Englilh in the late 
war, fhall not be molefted on that account. 

Art. VIII. The Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder, hereby renews 
and confirms all the commercial privileges and immunities given to 
the Englifh by the late Nabob Hyder Ali Cawn, Bahauder, who is 
in heaven, and particularly ftipulated and fpecified in the treaty 
between the Company and the laid Nabob, concluded the eighth 
of Auguft, 1770.

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Art. IX. The Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder,. fhall reftore the 
faflory and privileges poffeffed by the Englifh at Callicut, until the 
year 1779, or (1193 Hygera) and fhall reftore Mount Dilly and it’s 
diftrid, belonging to the fettlement of Tellicherry, and pofleffed 
by the Englifh, ’till taken by Sardar Cawn, at the commencement of 
the late war. 

Art. X. This treaty fhall be figned and fealed by the Englifh 
Commiffioners, and a copy of it fhall afterwards be figned and 
fealed by the Prefident and Seled Committee of Fort St. George, 
and returned to the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Bahauder, in one month, 
or fooner if pofliblej and the fame ’fhall be acknowledged under 
the hands and feals of the Governor-General and Council of 
Be'ngal, and (he Governor and Seledl Committee of Bombay, as 
binding upon all the Governments in India; and copies of the 
treaty, fo acknowledged, fhall be lent to the Paid Nabob m three 
months, or fooner. if poffible. In teftimony whereof, the laid 
contracting parties have figned, fealed, and interchangeably delivered 
two inftruments ofi t^ie fame tenor and date; to wit, the laid three 
Commiflioners on behalf of the Honorable Enjith Eaft-India

Treaty with Sujah ul Dowlah. 

CTT^HE Vizier of the' empire, Afiph-Jah Sujah ul Mulk, the 
ii Nabob Sujjb/ul Dowlah, Aboo ul Munfoor Cawn, Bahauder, 
Sifdar Jung, Sippah Salah, on the one part; and Warren Haftings, 
Efquire, Prefident of the Council, Governor of Fort William, and 
Commander in Chief of the Forces of the Englifh Company, in the 
provinces of Bengal, Bahar and Orifla, for and in the name of the En- 
gliih Company on the other part; do agree on the following articles: 

ARTICLE I. 

Whereas in the treaty concluded at Allahabad, the 16th Augufl, 
1765, between the Vizier and the Company, it is exprefl'ed that the 
diftricis of Corah and Allahabad were given to His Majefty for his 
expences ; and whereas His Majefty has abandoned the pofleftion of 
the aforefaid diftricis, and even given a funnud for Corah and Currah 
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to the Marattas, to the great prejudice of the inferefts both of'the 
Viziet and of the Englifh Company, and contrary to the meaning of 
the faid tteatv, and hath thereby forfeited his right to the laid 
diftricts, which have reverted to the Company, from whom he receiv¬ 
ed them : it is therefore agreed, that the aforefaid diflricts fhall be put 
into the polfeflion of the Vizier, oh the following conditions ; and 
that in the fame manner as the province of Oud, and the other 
dominions of the Vizier are poffeffed by him, fo fhall he poffefs 
Corah and Currah, and Allahabad for ever. He fhall by no means, 
and under no pretence, be liable to any obftruflions in the aforefaid 
countries from the Company and Englifh Chiefs ; and, exclufive of 
the money now flipulated, no mention or requifition fhall by any 
means be made to him for any thing elfe on this account. This 
agreement fhall be obferved by all the Englifh Chiefs, Gentlemen 
of the Council, and by the Company, nor fhall it ever be broken or 
deviated from.

1 Company of Artillery. 

The expences of the faid troops fhall be defrayed by the Vizier, 
from the time that they fhall have paffed the borders of his do¬ 
minions till they return within the birders of the province of Bahar;

THE Nabob Aufuf-ut-Dowlab, Icayaa Cawn, Babauder, Hozebbugtf 
Jung, on the one part ; and the Honorable Warren Haftings, Efq; 
Governor-General, and the members of the Supreme Council of Fort 
William, for, and in the name of the Englifh .."aft-India Company,, 
on the other part; agree to the following articles : 

ARTICLE I. 

That univerfal peace, firm friendfhip, and perfect union, fball 
for ever beeftablifhed between the Nabob Aufuf-ut-Dowlah and the 
Englifti Eaft-India Company ; the contracting powers with a view of 
maintaining this reciprocal friendfhip in the future, fhall not for 
any caufe, or under Any pretence encourage the ryots, and the 
inhabitants’of their ffiubahs in committing hoftilities and difturb- 
ances; and every tiling fhall be avoided by the faid powers which 
might occafion them. Their friends and enemies are mutual, 
and any perfon who fhall run away and take refuge in the country 
of one of the faid parties, fhall be given up to the other, and no 
afliftance afforded him. 

Art. II. The afcrefaid Nabob engages never to entertain or 
receive in his dominions Cofl'un Ally Cawn, the former Soubahdar 
of Bengal, and Sumro the murderer of the Englifh; even in cafe of 
his getting them into his hands, he will out of friendfhip make 
them prifoners, and deliver them up to the Englilh Company. He 
alfo engages not for any caufe, or under any pretence to entottain 
Europeans of any nation in his fervice, without the content of the 
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Englifh Company. That he will prevent, oppofe, and fend back 
loch as offer to come into, pafs through, Or remain, or (hall now 
be in his dominions, without the pervvannah of the Englifh Com¬ 
pany. The Europeans of every nation, in the fervice of the faid 
Nabob, are hereby difmiffed ; and now, and in the future, he 
engages never to entertain the faid Europeans, and to deliver up to 
T the Englifh Company fuch of their fervants who have deferted or 
may defert, in cafe of his apprehending them. 

Art. III. If the King fhould write any thing relative to the affairs 
of the Nabob Aufuf-ut-Dowlah to the Englifh Serdars, they will 
attend to the fatisfadlion, advantage and inclination of the faid 
Nabob, and not confent to what the King may fay or. write. In like 
manner, if the King fhould write to the Nabob Aufuf-ut-Dowlah, 
relative to the affairs of the Englifh Serdars,. he will attend to their 
fatisfaction, advantage and inclination, and not confent to what he 
may fay or write. \ - 

Art. IV. The countries of Corah and Allahabad lhall always 
and for ever remain in the pofleffion of the Nabob Aufuf-ut- 
Dowlah, on the fame footing as the Subah of Oud; and they (hall 
on no account in the future be difturbed bv the Englifh, nor will 
they ever requeft a dam or derrum, or any thing from the faid 
countries. The Englifh Serdars engage to defend the Soubah of 
Oud at all times, and Corah and Allahabad, until the plcafure of 
the Court of Directors (hall be known. 

Art. V. The faid Nabob, for the defence of his country, as 
above fpecificd, declares that he has given up, of his own free will 
and accord unto the Englifh Company, all the diffricjts dependent on 
Rajah Cheyt Sing, together with the land and water duties, and 

the 
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the fovereignty of the faid diftricts in perpetuity. That the Englifh 
Company {hall, after one month and a half from the date of this 
treaty, take upon them the fovereignty and pofleffion of the diftricts 
under Rajah Cheyt Sing, as hereunder fpec’ified, viz. 

Circar Benares, The diftri&s of Juanpore, 

Circar Chumah, Bijehpore Bahdore, 

Suktefsgur, Mullbofs Kawfs, 

The Circar of Gawzypore 

The Pergunnah of Seekundapore, Jeride, Shaay, Abad, Toppa, 
Surchchur, &c. as formerly ; the Mint and Cutwally of Benares. 

Art. VI. The Nabob Aufuf-ut-Dowlah, for the aid and aftiftance 
of the Englifh troops, when Rationed with him, (hall pay monthly, 
from the date of this treaty, for the charges of a brigade, the fum 
of two lacks fixty thotifand Oud ficca rupees, of the 16th year, 
agreeable to the prefent currency. If in future this currency Ihould 
be abolifhed, the decjjjlafe or increafe of Batta fhall be mutually given 
and received by thq/parties. The particulars of a brigade are, viz. 
Two battalions, or one regiment, of Europeans, one company of 
artillery, and fix battalions of Seapoys. 

The aforelaid Nabob fliall, whenever the Englifh troops pafs 
the boundaries of the Company's provinces, at his requeft, pay the 
ftipulated fum monthly, from that time until their return to the 
abovefaid boundaries. 

Art. VII. If the aforefaid Nabob flnll ever require the aid or 
afliftance of the Englilh Company, for the defence of any other of 
his countries befides thofe above fpecified, he will fix fomething for 
the Company proportioned to the fervice. 

The Englifh Company, and all the Englifh Serdars, engage to 
perform whatever articles are now mutually lettled; and in the fu« 
D tore. 
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ture, during the life of the Nabob Aufuf- ut-Dowlah, they will ae» 
ver vary or depart from them. They will not, in any refpedf or 
manner, make requefls of any thing new, contrary to the tenor of 
this treaty.' 

The parties mutually fwear, according to their refpedtive faiths, 
to abide by thefe engagements; dated the 20th of Rubby-ut-Ewut, 
1189 of the Heygera, or the 21ft of May, 1775.

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Treaty between the Honorable the Englifli Eaft-India 
Company and the Maratta State. 

t Poorunda, ill Day of March, 1776. 

WHEREAS differences have arifen amongft the Chiefs of the Ma- 
ratta State, and' the Government of Bombay having taken a part 
therein, by fending forces into the Maratta dominions, which the 
Honorable the Governor-General and Council of Fort William dif- 
approve, and being defirous of conciliating thefe differences, have 
determined accordingly to enter into fitch -neaiures as may moft ef¬ 
fectually contribute to fo defirable an end. They have, for this pur- 
pofe therefore, authorized, deputed, and given full powers unto 
Lieutenant Colonel John Upton, in the fervice of the Honorable 
the Englifli Eaft-India Company, to conclude a peace between the 
Government of Bombay and the Maratta State. And Colonel 
Upton having accord/ngly arrived at Poorunder, has concluded a 
folid and firm peac*e? on the.part of the Englifli Company, with the 
Minifters Siccaram Pundet, and Ballajee Pundet, on the part of the 
Peftiwa, Row Pundet Purdhan, and all the Maratta Chiefs, and the 
following are the Articles of Convention, which they have en¬ 
gaged into. 

ARTICLE I. 

PEACE ftiall be eftablilhed and take place from this day, between 
the Honorable the Englifh Eaft-India Company in general, and the 
Government of Bombay in particular; and Row Pundet Purdhan, 
and his minifters Siccaram Baboo, and Ballajee Pundet, on the 
part of all the Marattas, and the following articles are to be obferved 
inviolably by both Parties. 


Akt,. 
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Art. II. The peace is to be forthwith proclaimed between the Ho¬ 
norable Company and the Maratta State, at the Prefidency of Bombay, 
and at all its depencies ; at the head of the Englifh troops encamped 
at Mandavie ; and in every part of the Guzerat province where 
there are Britilh fubjccls. The Maratta government will alfo order 
proclamations to be made throughout all their dominions. 

Art. III. The Peihwa, RowPundet Purdhan, and his minifters, 
being defirous of having Salfette and the fmall iflands, fubdued by 
the Englifh in this war, reftored to them, do offer to give in ex¬ 
change, a country of three lacks of Rupees, with its Chout, &c. in 
the neighbourhood of Broach ; Colonel Upton having declared, that 
lie could not reftore the faid iflands, it is therefore agreed, that they 
(hall remain as they now are, and that they (hall write to the Honor¬ 
able the Supreme Council of Fort William, ,and both parties engage 
to abide by their determination. If the Governor-General and Coun¬ 
cil of Fort William do not reftore them, theyt (hall continue in the 
poffeffion of the Engiifti, and the Marattas wiIf: then give up all right 
and title to the faid iflands : (hould the Governor-General and Coun¬ 
cil of Calcutta reftore Salfette with the faid iflands, the Engiifti will 
accordingly deliver them over to the Peihwa. 

Art. IV. The Marattas do agree to give to the Engiifti Company 
for ever, all right and title to their entire (hare of the city and Per- 
gunnah of Broach, as full and complete as ever they collefted from 
the Moguls, orotherwife, without retaining claim of Chout, or any 
other demand' whatever j fo that the Englifh Company (hall pollefs it 
without participation or claim of any kind. 

Art. V. The Marattas do agree, (by way of friendfhip) to give 
for ever to the Englifh Company, a country of three complete lacks 

of 
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of'Rupees near or adjoining to Broach, on which there is to be no 
claim of Chotlt, or any other demand whatfoever. Two perfons on 
the part of the Company, and two perfons on the part of Row 
Piandet Purdhan, to proceed and determine the place and boundaries, 
when the Peihwa will give the funnuds. . 

Art. VI. The Pefhwa and Minifters agree to pay to the Company 
twelve lacks of Rupees, in part of the expences of the Englilh army, 
in two payments, viz. fix lacks within fix months of the date of this 
treaty, and the other fix lacks within two years of the fame date. 

Art. VII. The Englilh do agree, that every part of the Guzerat 
country ceded to the Company by Ragonaut Row, or taken polfeliion 
ofhy them, lhall be forthwith reflored, with all the forts and towns 
thereunto belonging, except what is fettled by this treaty ; the coun¬ 
try ceded to the Englilh by Seagee, or Futty Sing Guicawar, lhall 
alfo be reftored, when jt is proved by their letters, and copies of the 
funnuds granted by the former Pelhwa’s, now in their (the Gui- 
cawar’sl hands, that they do not polfefs power or authority to make 
fuch cellions. The Pergunnahs of Chickley and Coral, with the 
town of Veriow, three villages of the Pergunnah of Chureafly, and 
the village of Batta Gang, are to continue as pledges in the polfeliion 
of the Englilh, ’till the funnuds for the country of three lacks are 
made over. All treaties and agreements fubfilling between the 
Englilh and Ragonaut Row are hereby annulled ; and thofe of Seajee, 
and Futty Sing, Guicawars, are to be alfo annulled when the above- 
mentioned proofs are produced ; and thele treaties are'to be deftroyed 
in the prefence of the Pelhwa’s Minifters when they come to hand. 

Art. VIII. The Englilh do agree, that the troops from the Pre- 
fidency of Bombay are to be marched immediately into their own 
garrifons and diilrnils. 
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Art. IX. It is agreed, that Ragonaut Row is to difband his army 
within one month of this date ; his followers and adherents (except 
the fervants about his perfon) are to feparate within the fame time i 
and proclamation is to be made by the Maratta Government, grant¬ 
ing a full pardon to all the adherents and followers, and all fuch as 
have been in arms with Ragonaut Row, the four, following excepted, 
viz. Abajee Mahadu, Noor Cawn Gardie, Toola Rutmutgar, and 
Kurrig Sing Chokydar, who, for crimes and mifdemeanora com¬ 
mitted againft the date, are for ever banilhed the Maratta dominions. 

Art. X. If Ragonaut Row refufes to difband his army, the 
Englifh are to withdraw their forces, and are not to aflift him.. 

Art. XI. The conditions of the ninth article being complied 
with, the Pefhwa and Minifters, then confent to eftablilh ahoufehold 
for Ragonaut Row, confiding of one thoufand horfe, and fome 
foot, who are to be paid and relieved at the pileafure of Government, 
but to obey all legal orders given them by Ragonaut Row ; alfo two 
hundred domefticks, to be chofen by Ragonaut t Row and paid by 
Government ; they will alfo caufe to be paid to Ragonaut Row, to 
defray his other expcnces, three lacks of rupees, per annum, by 
monthly payments, at the rate of twenty-five thoufand rupees, 
per month ; conditionally, that he refides at Cooper Gang, on the 
banks of the Gungha Gudoury. If at any time he may want to 
change his place of relidence, application is to be made to the 
Pefhwa, without whole permiffion fuch a change is not to take 
place; and he is not to caufe any djffurbance, or carry on improper 
correfpondence with any perfon. 

Art. XII. It is agreed that no afiiftance is to be given by the 
Englifh to Ragonaut Row, or to any fubjeff or fervant of the 

Pelhv.a’s, 
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Peffiawa’s, that (hall caufe difturbances or rebellion, in the Maratta 
dominions. 

Art. XIII. The Peffiwa, Row Pundet Purdhan, and his 
Minifters, do declare, that the Chout of Bengal and its dependencies, 
has for time out of mind been part of the Jaghire of the Bounfello, 
they therefore cannot withdraw it j but if the faid Bounfello, or 
any of his defcendants, or fuccelfors, or any other perfon, caufe 
difturbances by. claiming or demanding the Chout on Bengal or its 
dependencies: they do engage never to aflift them themfelves, or 
permit any Maratta Chief, dependent: on them or the Rajahfbip to 
give them any affiftance. 

Art. XIV. It is agreed, that in cafe of fhipwreck of any Englifh 
fliips or veffels, or fhips or veflels trading under their protection 
on any part of the Maratta Coaft, every afliftance fhall be given by 
that Government am/ the inhabitants to fave as much as poffible; 
and the whole that may be faved (hall be returned, all reafonable 
charges being defrayed by the Owners. In like manner, the Englifh 
Company engage their affiftance, ffiould any Maratta fhips or veffels 
be fhipwrecked on any of their coafts. 

Art. XV. The treaties between the Government of Bombay and 
the Marattas, dated July, 1739, and 12th Odtober, 1756, are to 
be held and continued in as full force, as when they were firft 
entered into ; unlefs any article or articles of either of them ffiould 
in other manner be provided for by this treaty; 'in fuch cafe, fuch 
article or articles are to be rejedled, and thofe of this treaty 
abided by. 
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Art. XVI. All other treaties or agreements fubfifting between 
the Government of Bombay and the Maratta Government, not 
having undergone alteration, or otherwife provided for by this 
treaty, are to be held and continued in as full force as when they 
were firft entered upon. 

Art. XVII. It is agreed, that if Ragonaut Row has lodged any 
jewels belonging to the Pefhwa, Row Pundet Purdhan, in the 
hands of the Englifh, they are to be reftored on the obligation being 
complied with for which they were lodged. 

Art. XVIII. The Honorable the Englifh Company fhall be con- 
fidered as the foie lords and proprietors of all the places ceded by this 
treaty, from the dates of the refpeflive funnuds or grants, and are 
therein accordingly to exercife their own laws and authorities. And 
the Marattas are not to caufe any difturbaned in any of the ceded 
countries, nor fhall the Englifh occafion any difturbance in .the Ma- 
ratta dominions. 

Art. XIX. In the places hereby ceded to the Honorable Company, 
■and in all the places reftored to the Maratta Government by the Eng-, 
iifh, it is agreed, that both parties fhall commence to colled: the 
revenues thereof from the day on which they are delivered, and no 
demand of colledtion for any paft time fhall be made. 

Art. XX. A copy of this treaty under the feal of Colonel Upton, 
fliall remain with the Minifters of the Maratta Government, and a 
copy fhall be fent to Calcutta to be figned and fealed by the Honor¬

THE Nawub, Amaud ul -Dowla, Tclledut Jung Haftings; 
Bahauder, Governor-General “of Bengal, &c. having obtained full 
authority from the Governor-General of Bengal, &c. grants full 
powers to Colonel Muir, abovenamed, to negociate a peace between' 
Maha Rajah Saheb Soubahdar, Madhee Row Sindia, Bahauder, and 
the Englifh Company, in fuch manner, that whatever fhall be agreed' 
to by the Colonel, on the part of the Corftpany, the Governor- 

General and Council fhall alfo agree to and confirm-Colonel 

Muir and the Maha Rajah Saheb are both defirous of a peace, and 
have determined upon and agreed to a peace on the following con¬ 
ditions, viz. 

Firft, That having mutually refolved upon a peace and firm, 
alliance, they fhall refpedtively obferve their agreements for ever. 

Secondly, That within the term of eight days from the time of 
the confirmation of the treaty, they fliall at one time march oft their 
refpedlive armies; Colonel Muir, with his, fhall return towards the 
country of Navvaub Vizier ul Mulmalick, and the Maha Rajah* 
with his army, (hall return to his own country.

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Treaty of Peace with the Marattas. 

TREATY of perpetual friendfliip and alliance between the- 
Honourable the Englilh Eaft-India Company, and the Peflnva Madhoo 
llow Pundit Purdhan, fettled by Mr. David Anderfon, on the part 
of the Honourable Company, in virtue of the powers delegated to 
him for that purpofe by the Honorable the Governor-General and. 
Council, appointed by tbe King and Parliament of Great-Britain to 
direft and controul all- political affairs of the Honourable Englilh 
Eaft-India Company in-India and by- Malta Rajah Subadar Madhoo 
Row Sindia, as plenipotentiary on the part of the Pcfhwa Madhoo. 
Row Pundit Purdhan, Ballajee Pundit Nana Furnavefe, and the ' 
whole of the Chiefs of the Marratta nation, agreeably to the. 
following articles, which fhall be ever binding on their heirs and: 
fucceffors, and the conditions of them to be invariably obferved by 
both parties. 

ARTICLE I. 

It is ftipulated and agreed to between the Honourable the- 
Englifli Eaft India Company and the Pcfhwa, through the mediation- 
of Madhoo Row Sindia, that all countries, places, cities, and forts, 
including Baffeen, &c. which have been taken from the Pelhwa,. 
during the war that has arifen fince the treaty fettled by Colonel 
Upton, and have come into the pofl'effion of the Englifh, fhall be 
delivered up to the Pelhwa; the territories, forts, cities, &c. to be 
reftored, fhall be delivered within the fpnee of two months from 
the period when this treaty fliall become complete, (as herein after 
described) to fuch perfons as the Pelhwa, or his minifter, Nana 
Furnavefe, fliall appoint. 


Art. 
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Art. II It is agreed between the Englifh Company and the 
Pefhwa, that Salfette and three other iflands, viz. Elephanta, 
Corranja and Hog, which are included in the treaty of Colonel 
Upton, fhall continue for ever in pofieflion of the Englifh. If any 
other iflands have been taken in the courfe of the prefent war, they 
Avail be delivered up- to the Pefhwa. 

Art. III. Whereas it was ftipulated in the fourth article of the: 
treaty of Colonel Upton, “ That the Pefhwa and all the Chiefs of 
“ the Maratta State, do agree to give the Englifh Company for ever 
“ all right and title to the city of Baroach, as full and complete as 
“ ever they colleiTred from the Moguls or. otherwife, without retaining, 
“ any claim of Chout, or any other claims whatfoever; fo that the 
“•Englifh Company fhall poflefs it without participation or claim. 
“ of any kindthis ar/icle is accordingly continued in full force: 
and effeft. 

Art. IV. .The Pefhwa having formerly in the treaty of Colonel 
Upton agreed, by way of friendfhip, to give up to the Englifh a 
country of three lacks of rupees near Baroach, the Englifh do now, 
at the requeft of Madhoo Row Sindia, confent to relinquifh their 
claim to the faid country in favor of the Pefhwa.. 

Art. V. The country which. Seajee and Futty Sing Guickwar 
gave to the Englifh, and which is mentioned in the feventh article 
of the treaty of Colonel Upton, being therein left in a ftate of 
fufpencc. the Englifh, with a view to obviate all future disputes, 
now agree that it fhall be^ reflored ; and it is hereby fettled, that if 
the faid country be a part of the eftablifhed territory of the 
Guickwar, if fhall. be reflored. to the Guickwar; and if it Ur!? be. 
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a part of the Pefhwa’s territories, it dial! bo rcftorsd to the 
Pcfltwa. 

Art. VI. The Englifh engage, that having allowed Ragonnut 
Roiv a period of four months from the time when this treaty fltall 
become complete, to fix on a place of refidence, they will not, after 
the expiration of the (aid period, afford him any fupport, protection, 
or affiftance, nor fupply him with money for his expences: and 
the Pcfhwa, on his part, engages, that if Ragonaut Row will volun¬ 
tarily and of his own accord repair to Malta Rajah Madhoo Row 
Sindia, and quietly refide with him, the fum of 25 ooo rupees per 
month fltall be paid him for his maintenance, and no injury 
■whatever fliall be offered to him by the Pefhwa, or any of his 
people. 


Art. VII The Honourable Englifh Eaft-India Company and 
the Pcfhwa being defirous that their refpedive allies fhall be included 
in this peace, it is hereby mutually flipulated, that each party 
fliall make peace with the allies of the other, in the manner 
herein after fpeciffed. 

Art. VIII. The tewitcry which has long been the effablifhed 
Jaghcer of Seeajee Guickwar, and Futty Sing Guickwar; that is to 
fay, whatever territory Futty Sing Guickwar pofiefled at the com¬ 
mencement of the prefent war, fltall hereafter for ever remain on 
the ufu.d footing in his policflion ; and the laid Futty Sing fhall 
from the date of this treaty being complete, pay for the future to 
the Pefhwa the tribute as ufu.il, previous to the prefent war, and 
fltall perform Rich ferviccs, and be fubjed to Rich obedience, as 
have long been effablifhed and cuffomaiy. .No claim fhall be made 
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on ’the faid Futty Sing, by the Pefliwa, for the period that 
is'-paft. 


Art. IX. The Pefliwa engages, that whereas the Nabob- 
Hyder Aliy Cawn having concluded !) treaty with him, hath 
diflu'rbed and taken. pofilfllon of territories belonging to the 
Englifh and their allies, he fhall be made to relinquifh them; 
and they fhall be reftered to the Company and the Nabob Ma¬ 
homed Ally Cawn. All prifoners, that have been taken on 
either fide during the war, fhall be releafed; and Hyder Ally. 
Cawn fhall be made to relinquish all Such territories belonging, 
to the Englifh Company and their allies, as he may ha e taken- 
pofleffion of fince the ninth of Ramzam, in the year 2180, being 
the date if his treaty with the Pefhwa; and the faid territories fhall 
be delivered over to thei Englifh and the Nabob Mahomed Ally 
Cawn within fix months after this treaty being compicat. And 
the Englifh in fuch cafe, agree, that fo. long as. Hyder Ally-Cawn. 
fliall afterwards abftain from hotlilities againft them and their 
allies, and fo long'as he fliall continue in. friendfhip with the.

Art. X. The Pefliwa engages on his own behalf, as well, as 
on behalf of his allies, the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, Ragojee. 
Boufala Syna Saheb Subah, and the Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn, that 
they fliall in every refpeft maintain peace towards the Englifh and 
their allies, the Nabob Afoph-ul-Dowlah, Bahauder, and the Nabob 
Mahomed Ally Cawn, Bahauder., and fhall in no refpeft whatever,, 
give them any di.flurbance; the Englifli engage on their own. 
behalf, as well as on behalf of their allies, the Nabob Afoph-ul-

every refpect maintain peace towards the Pefliwa and his allies, the

the Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn, under the conditions fpcctiied in the

Art. XI. The Honourable Eaft-India Company, and the Peflnva 
lmitually agree, that the. veflels of each fliali afford no uifturbancc 
to the navigation of the veflels of the other: and the veflels of 
each lhall be allowed accefs to the ports of the other, where they 
Avail meet with no moleiTation, and the fulleft protection fliali be 
reciprocally afforded. 

Art. XII. The Pefhvva and Chiefs of the Maratta State hereby 
agree, that the Englifh fliali enjoy thd privilege of trade, as 
formerly, in the Maratta territories, and fnaP meet with no kind of 
interruption : and in the fame manner, the Honourable Eaft-India 
Company agree, that the fubjefls of the Peflnva fliali be allowed the 
privileges of trade, without interruption in the territories of the 
Englifh. 

Art. XIII. The Peflnva hereby engages, that he wiil not fuffer 
any factories of other European nations to be eftabliflied in his 
territories, or thofe of the Chiefs dependant on him, excepting only 
fuch as are already eftabliflied by the Portugucfe ; and he will hold no 
intercourfe of friend fliip with any other European nations: and the 
Englifh on their part agree, that they will not afford afliftance to 
any nation of Deccan or Indoftan at enmity with the Peflnva.

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^’Art. XIV. The Englifh and the Pefhwa mutually agree, that nei¬ 
ther will afford any kind of affiflance to the enemies of the other. 

Art. XV. The Honourable the Governor-General and Council 
of Fort William engage, that they will not permit any of the 
Chiefs, Dependants, or Subjects of the Englifh, the Gentlemen of 
Bombay, Surat or Madrafs to aft contrary .at any place to the terms 
of this treaty: in the fame manner the Pefhwa Madhoo Row 
Pundit Purdhan engages, that none of the Chiefs or Subjcfts of the 
Maratta State fhall aft contrary to them. 

Art. XVI. The Honourable Eaft-India Company, and the 
Pefhwa Madhoo Row Pundit Purdhan, having the fulieft confidence 
hi Malta Rajah Subadar Madhoo Row Sindia, Bahaudcr, they have 
both requefted the faid Maba Rajah, to be the mutual guarantee 
for the perpetual and invariable adherence of both parties to the 
conditions of this treaty : and the faid Madhoo Row Sindia, from a 
regard to the welfare of both Rates, hath accordingly taken upon 
himfelf the mutual guarantee. If either of the parties fhall deviate 
from the conditions of this treaty, the faid Maha Rajah will join 
the other party, and will, to the utmoft of his power, endeavour to 
bring the aggreflor to a proper underftanding. 

Art. XVII. It is hereby agreed, that whatever territories, forts 
or cities in Guzerat were granted by Ragonaut Row to the Englifh, 
previous to the treaty of Colonel Upton, and have come into their 
poffeffion, the reftitution of which was ftipulated in the feventh 
article of the faid treaty, fhall be reftored agreeable to the terms of 
the faid article. 

This treaty, confiffing of fevcntcen articles, is fettled at S/ibcy 
in the camp of Maba. Rajah Subadar Madhoo Row Sindia, on the 
fourth of the month jtimmad ul Saanv, in the year 1197 of the 
I ' ' Hygcr.t. 
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Hygera, correfponding with the 17th of May, 17R2, of the

The Englifh and Futty Sung each receiving their fliare of the 
revenues, in the proportions they then flood both within the 
town and territory annexed thereto. In this there is not to be any 
difference.

THE treaty concluded between the Government of Bombay 
and Badjerow Pundit Pardan, or firft Minifter of his Serene Highnefs 
the Sou Rajah, dated July, 1739, or 1140 of the Mahometan 
Style: and that concluded on the part of this Government with 
Ballajce Bujerow Pardan, dated 12th Odlober, 1756, or of the 
Mahometan Style, 17th of Mohuram, 1170, are hereby ratified and 
confirmed in their fullefi: extent, according to the full and true 
intent and meaning of them, in the fame full and ample manner, and 
in the fame light in which they have hitherto been ever underftood.

Ar.T.VII. Tiie Honourable Company are to be confidered as the

Art. XVI. Immediately after the ratification of theaforegoing arti¬ 
cles, and after the jewels to the full amount of fix lacks of rupees 
are depofited, and thefccurity abovementioned given for the payment 
of the monthly expences of the forces, fo long as they continue with 
Tvagobah, and till they return, all in the manner abovementioned; 
the Governor and Council engage that the Company’s forces,, agree¬ 
able to what is mentioned in the body of this treaty, fliall proceed 
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from Bombay to join the army of Ragobah ; and they truft by the 
bjeffing- of the Almighty, that they will quickly overcome his ene¬ 
mies, the minifterial party, and eftablifh him atPoonah, in the Go- 
vemriient of the Maratta Empire. 

The foregoing articles having been agreed to by the Honourable the 
Prefident and Council of Bombay, who have empowered me to accept- 
the fame in their behalf, I do, hi. confirmation thereof, affix the feal: 
of the faid Honourable Company, and fign my own proper name there¬ 
to, in Surat, the day and year above written ; and I do engage to pro¬ 
cure a ratification of this treaty under the feal of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, and under the hands and feals of the Honourable the Prefident 
knd Council of Bombay,, within thirty days after this date.

DONE and concluded at Bombay, this twenty-fourth day of No¬ 
vember, in the year of our Lord, one thoufand feven hundred and 
feventy-eight; and on the 3d day of Jeeloud Sookhurfun Tilfah 
Subcin Miah-wa Alluff, or year 1179, Mahometan Style, or according 
to the Gentoo /Era, the 5th day of Marguaflieir Sood, in the year Vel- 
lamly, or 1700. 


ARTICLE I. 

THE treaty concluded by Colonel Upton with Siccaram Pundit, and 
Ballajee Pundit, minifters in behalf of the Pelhwa and the Maratta State, 
having been violated by thofe minifters in almoft every' article, the Go¬ 
vernor and Seledl Committee of Bombay, with the faneftion and concur-

fatisfiction, and that his upright intentions may appear manifeft, 
doth hereby engage and agree, that the perfon of the Pelbwe/Ma- - 
darow Narrain, lhall be kept under the charge and cuftody of , fuch-1 
perfons as may be agreeable to the Select Committee, who with 
that the child may be committed to the charge of Perwettybhoy, if 
fire will undertake the charge, and in fuch cafe, the Matchy of 
Poorunder, where the child is kept, muft be guarded with a party of 
the Company’s troops, and Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan may 
keep a Chowkey on the outfide, of the gate, to fee that no improper 
perfons be admitted ; but no perfon whatever muft have admittance 
to the child’s prefence without the permiffion of Perwettybhoy. 
In cafe Perwettybhoy fhould refufe to undertake the charge, the 
child lhall be put under the care of any of his relations, on the mo, 
ther’s fide; but fhould all thefe decline the truft, the child lhall 
then be difpofed of in fuch manner as may'fee deemed rnoft advife- 
:able for his fecurity, and for the honor of the contrafling parties. 

Art. IV. Moraba Furnecfe, Butcheba Prondcr, and Tookajee 
Kolcar, having invited Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan to take up¬ 
on himfelf the Government as Regent, and promifed their affiftance, 
Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan doth hereby engage, upon condition 
of their performing their promifes to his and the Seieft Committee's 
fatisfadtion, and behaving like faithful obedient fervants, that he will 
ram' favor to them according to their ranks and fervices, in fettling 
the offices of Government, and that their perfons and fortunes fhall 
he unmolefted. 

Art. V. The Governor and Seledt Committee engage not to in¬ 
terfere in the appointment or nomination of the officers to the forts, 
army, artillery, or revenues, or in the management of the Govern¬ 
ment. provided nothing be done in breach of any of the articles of

thsyprefent treaty.—Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan., on his part, 
promifing to obferve the terms mentioned in the circular 
'Jeiteij, with" refpect to the perfonal fafety of thofe whom he may be 
o'i^opinion have injured him. 

Art. VI. In coofideration of the.-afiiilance to be afforded by the 
Honorable Company for placing Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan 
in the Regency at Poonah, Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan doth 
hereby engage to confirm and ratify the former treaty, concluded with 
him at Surat, the 6th March, 1775, and to cede and make over to 
the Honorable Company for ever, the feveral places, and territories 
granted by the laid treaty, which was reftored by the treaty of 
Poorunder, and Baffeen and its diftridls, and the ifland of Kennery, 
which were not put in pofiefiion of the Company. The feveral acquifi-

An aflignment upon the Purgunah of Occlafeer for the fum of 
'■> r,000 rupees per annum, as fettled by the 8th article of the 
treaty of Surat.* 

There being alfo feme final] places, known b 
gems, always annexed, and actually making a 
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Salfcttc, which have been withheld from the Company by the Ptm- 
nah minifiers, Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan cloth hereby/en¬ 
gage and agree, that the laid Autgoms /hall be ceded to' the iHov/ 
nourable Company, butahhough the Governor and SclciS Committl/-. 
have ever underftood that the Autgoms made a part of the diftrift of 
Salfette, yet if die contrary flioukl be made plainly to appear, they 
will give up their claim. 

Art. ViJ. In.addition to the fcveral grants and ceffions herein 
above fpecified, Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan doth hereby en¬ 
gage and promile, to cede and make over for ever the Purgunahs of 
Ahmood and Hanfoot; which grants are to be confidered as an 
iilftance of his good will and affection to the. Honorable Company; 
the conditions upon which they were formerly granted not having,- 
as he declares, been fulfilled. ^ 

Art. VIII. All the places herein ceded to the Honorable Com¬ 
pany, are to be confidered as their foie right and property, from the 
day this treaty is executed, without any claim of,Chout to theMa- 
ratta Government, or any other demand whatever ; ana may be 
taken pofleffion of by the Company’s people whenever they may think 
proper ; for which purpofe Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan doth, 
with thefe prefents, deliver the necefiary orders to the Maratta offi¬ 
cers to furrender the faid places. Ragonath. Row Badjerow Purdhan . 
doth further promife and engage, that immediately after his taking 
charge of the regency of Poonah, he will execute and deli ver to the go¬ 
vernment of Bombay, regular Sunnuds, under the Pefliwa’s Sicca, for 
thefeveralceffions granted to the Honorable Company by this treaty. * 

Art. IX. Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan engages to pay and 
make good the charges and expences of the army and /lores with 

which 
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wfiiich he is now to be aflifted ; which he hereby faithfully promifes 
good in ready-money, as foon as the fituation of his affairs 
T^ill pofltbly permit ; and for the further fecurity of the Honorable 
Company, he, by thefe prefents, affigns over the Purgunah of 
Verfaul, and the remainder of Occlafeer; the revenues of which are 
to be collefted by his Aumildars, and paid to the Honorable 
Company, till the amount due for the expences of the army is 
fully difcharged ; but in cafe of failure herein, thefe Purgunahs are 
to be put in poffeffion of the Company, and the revenues coliefted by 
them till the faid amount is fully difcharged, when all right and 
title thereto, on the part of the Honourable Company, will be re- 
iinquifhed ; or if Ragonatb Row Badjerow Purdhan regularly paid 
'the monthly fum ftipulated in the next article, the Honorable 
Company will not interfere with the faid Purgunahs. 

Art. X. Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan engages to pay in full 
for the body of forces, confifting of 4000 men, with which he is to be 
aflifted, the fum of two lacks and a half of rupees per month, which 
the Governor and Select Committee of Bombay agree to accept, with¬ 
out further account, in full of every ex'pence attending the army ; 
and is to commence from the day the forces leave Bombay. 

Art. XT. Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan faithfully promifes 
and engages to discharge his prefent debt to the Company, as foon 
as the Rate of his finances will admit, agreeable to an account which 
will be delivered to him. 

Art. XII. The English forces arc to continue with Ragonath 
Row Badjerow Purdhan, until the objedT of this treaty is acroni- 
p’lifhed, which is to place him in the regency at Poonah ; and 
when that is effected, they are to be at liberty to return tc Bombay.

Art. XIV. After the 'cftablifhmcnt of Ragonath Row Badjerow 
Purdhan in the regency at Poonah, there (hall be a firm peace and 
.alliance between the Honorable Company and the Maratta Govern¬ 
ment. Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan engages never to aflift the 
enemies or moleft the dominions of the Company in any part of 
India, nor to make war, or commit depreciations in the Carnatic, 
or any other part of the dominions of their Ally the Nabob of Arcot. 
The Governor and Seledt Committee of Bombay, in like manner 
engage, in behalf of the Honorable Company, not to aflift the 
enemies of Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan. 

Art. XV. Ragonath Row Badjerow Purdhan hereby engages and 
agrees, that no European Settlements fhall be allowed to be made

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Tranflation of the Articles of Agreement between Sere r 
muntMhaderow Narrain Pundit Purdhan on the one- 
part.. and the Englifh Company oh the other part. 

IN the time of the late Seremunt Pundit Purdhan, Mhadoo Row 
Bullol, matters went on peaceably : fince then the Englifh obtained 
poffeffion of feveral places belonging to the Circar, fuch as the iflands 
of Salfette and Ouran, jamboofeer, and the Mahals and Purgunah 
of Broach, both belonging to the Circar, and the Guicowar ; and the 
Englifh gave their aid to Ragonath Row, Dada Saheb ; upon which 
war having commenced. Colonel John Upton came from Calcutta^ 
with full powers, and made an agreement < and according to that 
agreement, matters were to go on between' the Company and the 
Maratta Circar; but on the fide of the Englifh, this agree¬ 
ment was not adhered to, they having given aid to Ragonath Row,, 
and making preparations for war mounted the Gauts, invaded the 
diftrifts of the Maratta Circar,, and began to make hollilities ; upon 
which the Circar alfo prepared for war. At the ■ diftridt of Wurgaon, 
near Indonny Tullagaon, Mr. John Carnac and Colonel Charles Eger- 
ton, of the Seleft Committee of Bombay, being fully empowered, 
did depute Mr. Thomas Holmes and Mr. Farmer. Further from, 
the beginning there was a friendfhip between the Circar and the Eng¬ 
lifh, which being interrupted, Colonel John Upton made an agree¬ 
ment, according to which treaty matters did not proceed, and 
therefore that treaty is annihilated ; and in the fame manner, and' 
on the fame footing as the Englifh and the Circar were in the time 
of the late Mhadoo Row, in that manner are they now to remain ; 
the aid and caufe of Ragobah to be given up ; no proteftion to be 



auorded him ; nor anv aid to be afforded to. the enemies of the Maratta 
Ctrcar. The ulands of Salfctte and Ouran, and the other illands 
and places, as Samhcofeer and the Mahals of Broach, formerly be¬ 
longing to me iMaratta Circar and the Guicowar, fuciras Chickly, 
\eriaul, dec, were taken poflefilon of, thefe we give up, and 
agree to gc on and, remain, as we were in the time, of the late 
Pefliwa, Mhadoc Row Bullol, upon which this agreement is made 
with the Circar, that in the time of the late Mhadoo Row Bullol 
Pundit Purdhan, matters went on peaceably, and fince then differ¬ 
ent places belonging to the Circar, fuch as the illands of Salfette 
and Ouran, and other illands ; and farther Jamboofeer and other 
Mahals; and the Aumils of Broach belonging to the Circar, and 
. to the Guicowar, the Englifh got poffeffion of; thefe mull be deli¬ 
vered back to the Circar ; and no aid or protection mull in future 
be afforded to Ragonath Row, or to any of the enemies of the Cir¬ 
car ; in this manner c|o we faithfully promife to perform ; and on 
the part of the Circar good faith is alfo to be obferved. Ragonath 
Row Dada Saheb was with us, he by his own confent committed 
himielf with all hi$ eftedls, to the care of Tookajee Holcar and Mad- 
jee Scindia. The Englifh army with us is now at Wurgaon ; it 
muff be permitted to proceed with all its effects and appurtenances 
to Bombay, and as fecurity for this, on the part of. the Circar, two 
perfons will proceed belonging to each of thefe Sirdars, by name 
Nazo Gunifh and Wiffajee Samalh, Baliarow Govindand Rama Cawn, 
to conduct the army to Bombay ; and for this purpofe troops fhall 
be fent with you, or not, as you pleafe ; the Englifh army that 
is with us. fhall not offer any molellation to any perfon on the 
road : the ieutreweae and Bundebund provinces and their Sirdars 
being at wavs under the Circar, no damage is to be done to them, and the 
Englnh army from Calcutta, having crofted the Nerbuddah, is now at 
’Tulientraoad, u is not to be permitted to proceed forwards.but is to be lent

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back to Calcutta ; and on the road no moleftations is to be !y 
to any one.. The before-mentioned agreement is formed by the me.- 
diation of Tookajee Holcar and Madjee Scindia, and-according to 
it, matters are in future to proceed without any kind of failure. 
This we pledge the Englifh faith to obferve, and the Circar 'is 
alfo to obferve it. No aid.‘or protedlion is to.be afforded to the.

Agreement of John Carnac, Efq; Counfellor, and Colonel 
Egerton, an Engliflt Committee of Bombay, with 
Madajee Scindia. 

THAT after falling out with the Circar of Maderow Nan-aim 
Pundit Purdhan,. we with an army came upon the Gaut, and re¬ 
mained at Tullagaon, on. which you ordered a fighting, and' xve 
both parties did fight, in which we wore defeated, returned back, 
and encamped at Wurgaon with Dada Saheb. We. could' hardly 
reach Bombay with our army and ftores,. considering which we 
fent Meffrs. Farmer and Holmes to you, defiring you would come 
between us, and get the C'ircars, and our treaty fettled as before, 
and condiud us and the army to Bombay, on which you did 
fufpend the war; you. came between 11s and got the C'ircars and 
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Englifti treaty fettled, and you promifed to conduct us and the- 
army to Bombay without moleftation front any body. You 
made our efcape entirely : all which we took into our con- 
iideration, and were very glad. You are a principal officer and. 
well-wifher to this government, which has induced us to keep a friend- 
ffiip with you : this came into our mind, and we were fatisfied 
that you made us free from the Circars and every body’s moleftation,. 
and got the treaty fettled as before, without any difpute from the 
Circar, therefore we thought we fhould ferve you, and for which rea- 
fon have of our free will and accord, agreed under the King’s and 
Company’s feal, to deliver up to you tlje Fort of Broach, with its 
government, in the fame manner as the Mogul did hold it, which Fort 
_ is now in our pofleffion, and'- which we have given }'ou. We 
further agree, that we will on our arrival at Bombay, obtain the 
Governor’s duftuck, under the King’s feal, to the Killedar of Broach, 
and deliver the fort and its country in the manner the Mogul did 
hold it up to you, under oath no difpute fhall arile in this 
this we promife folemnly, and we have left Mr. Farmer and 
Mr. Ch s . Stewart -.with you, as hoftages for the performance of 
this agreement. We. will let-no difpute arife, this we agree to 
in writing.

Treaty between the Honorable Englifli Eaft-India Company' 
and Futty Sing Row Guieowar Shemfeer, Bc-hadar, 
concluded at the village of Candeela, in the Pur- 
gunah of Dubhoy.——January the' Twenty-fixth, 
1780. 

T H E minifters of the Maratta ftate having-refufed to accept of 
the reafonable terms of accommodation offered them by Brigadier 
General Thomas Goddard, in the name of the Honorable Governor 
General and Council.of Fort William, and by their obftinate per- 
ievcrance in hoftile intentions again ft the Englifli, compelled them' 
to take up arms in defence of their own rights and pofteffions. The 
Honorable the Frefident and Seledt Committee of Bombay, with 
the fandtion and approbation of the Honorable the Governor- 
General and Council of Fort William, have appointed and au¬ 
thorised Brigadier General Goddard to fettle and conclude a treaty 
of lading peace and alliance betwixt the Honorable Englifli Eaft 
India Company on one part, and Futty Sing Row Guieowar Shem¬ 
feer, Behadar, for, and in the name of all the Guieowar family on the 
other ; and the following are the articles of convention mutually 
entered into. - 


ARTICLE I. 

The Englifli and Futty Sing Row agree to a league of defen¬ 
sive alliance, and to protefc each other againft all foreign enemies 
whatever. 

Art, II. The minifters of the Maratta ftate, by repeated vio¬ 
lations of treaty, as well as their late conduit, having drawn on 

themfelves 
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themfelves the juft refentment of the Englifli. Having alfo by un¬ 
due a£ts of oppreflion, proved themfelves the enemies of Futty Sing: 
for thefe reafons,- and becaufe the raoft firm and fincere friendfliip 
has long fubfifted betwixt the Honorable Company and Futty 
Sing, the contracting parties mutually • agree to enter immediately 
into an offenfiye league, excluding the government of Poonah from • 
all fliare of country in the province of Guzerat whatever. ' . 

Art. III. The Englifli agree to fupport and defend Futty Sing 
in poffeffion of his fliare of the Guzerat province ; and Futty Sing 
is to aflift and fupport the Englifli in poffeffing themfelves of, 
and maintaining the fliare npw held by the government of 


Art. IV. In order,to accomplhlt this fervice, as a firm friend- 
fliip is now eftabliflied betwixt the Englifli and Futty Sing, the 
latter agrees to join the Englifli with 3000 liorfe, according to 
cuftoni, and as mapy more as he can poftibly raife, to act in con¬ 
junction with them, during the prefent war, whenever they fliall 'call 
upon him to do fo. 


Art. V. As the prefent mode of partition betwixt the Poonah 
Government and Futty Sing, is attended with great lofs and in¬ 
convenience, from the difputes. that rnuft arife from the interfe¬ 
rence of the officers of each in collecting, the revenues of the 
Arne nieces, and that lay interfperfed with one another, it is agreed-

Art. Vr.' Ahmedabad and its dependencies, that is to fay, the coun¬ 
try to the north of the river Myhe, now poflefled by the Poonah 
Government, to be allotted to Futty Sing; in Keu of which the 
Englifh are to be put in pofleffion of the Guicov/ar divifion of the 
country, fouth of the Tappey, known by the name of Attaveezy, 
and their /hare of the revenues of Surat. 

Art. VII. The EngMi will give fuch affiftance of force as 
.Futty Sing may require to conquer and put him in pofleffion of 
the Poonah (hare of the country to the north of the Myhe. 

Art, Vin. The final partition and fettlement of the Guzerat 
province being made, each party is to have the diftincl and folc 
government and pofleffion of the divifion- allotted him, and to hold 
his fliare independent of, and unconneAed- with the other, except 
when united for their common defence agaiuft a foreign enemy ; 
which they mutually, and in the moft folemn manner, agree to 
do. And this partition and fettlement mutually agreed to, is to 
be binding upon them and their pollerity for ever. 

Art. IX. Futty Sing having requefted that the Englifh fupport 
him In with-holding the annual tribute hitherto paid by him to the 
Poonah Government, it is ftipulated that the Honorable Company 
will do fo till a final peace /hall be concluded betwixt them and the Poo¬ 
nah Government, in whidi -the' fiirterefts of Futty Sing ihall be care¬ 
fully and equally attended to with their own. 


Art< 
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Art. X. In confideration of the advantage that will arife to Futty 
Sing from the above article, and as a proof of his fincere regard and 
friendihip for the Englilh, he agrees to cede to them the diftridl 
of Zinnore, and the villages fituated in the Broach Purgunah, 
noW belonging to him, both which are to remain for ever in the pof~ 
feffion of the Company. - 

Art. XI. All the countries and places made over to the Englifh 
in this treaty by Futty Sing, are to be delivered into their hands, 
and the co'lleflions accounted for to them from the day that Futty 
Sing is put in poffeffion of the City of Ahmedabad j and no demands 
of colle&ion for any pall time is to be made in them by Futty Sing. 

' Art. XII. It is agreed, that two copies of this treaty be immedi¬ 
ately lent to the Honorable Prefident and Seiedl Committee of Bonv 
bay for their approbation, and to be by them tranfrnitted to the 
Honorable Governor General and Council of Fort William, under 
whofe fanftion it is concluded, in order to receive their final confirm ■ 
ation and ratification, after which one copy, fo authenticated, is to 
remain with the Honorable Prefident and Select Committee of Bom¬ 
bay, and another with Futty Sing.

Art. II. Whereas the Minifters of Poonah have repeatedly violated 
the treaty, which under the ftrongeft engagements they entered into 
with the chiefs of the EnglifTt Company, and whereas they have 
committed various acts of hoftility towards the Englifli, and having 
alfo bound their loins with enmity againft Futty Sing Row Guicowar 
Shemfeer, Behadar, have greatly opprefl'ed him, wherefore it has 
become necefliiry, for our mutual honor, to check and refent the 
injuries which have been committed by the Minifters of Poonah. 
It is therefore at prefent agreed, that having removed the Govern- 1 
nient of the Minifters of Poonah from the country of Guzcrat, 
we will conquer and poflefs curfclves of tire whole country of 
Guzerat and the Soubah Ahmcdabad, and mak'c fuch an arrangement 
that the minifters {hall not be able to receive or colledt a fingle damn 
from that country. 

Art. III. The fliare of the country of Guzerat belonging to 
Guicowar, fliall be continued and kept entire, and the fliare of 
the Minifters of Poonah fliall be enjoyed by the Englifli Company; 
and Row Shemfeer, Behadar, fliall fupport and aflift the chiefs of 
the Englifli Company in taking it, and in keeping pofleflion of it. 
And the chiefs of the Englifli Company fliall not fail to fupport 
and aflift: Row Shemfeer, Behadar, in the defence and maintenance of 
his fliare. 

Art. IV. As it is of particular importance to fettle the country,, 
and as a treaty of union is eftabliflied betwiirt Row Futty Sing 

Shemfeer, 
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Shemfeer, Behadar. and the 'Engiifh; Row Shemfeer, Behadar,, 
engages that he will fupply for. the prefent war three thoufand horfe, 
as ufual, and further, as many more as he can at the requifition of 
the chiefs of the Engiifh Company, and will perform'all that is 
incumbent on a conjunction of intereft. 

Art. V. Whereas in the divifipns held by the Guicowar and 
the Minifters of Poonah refpeCtively, by reafon of the double 
Government which exifts in the fame town, and the vicinity of 
their villages to one another, difputes and quarrels daily take 
place ; the collection of the revenues of the country is impeded 
and prejudiced, and the Ryots are diftrefled ; the Engiifh chiefs are 
for thefe reafons defirous of fettling a new partition, fo that a 
treaty having mutually taken place no difference may arife, and 
with a view to the intereft and welfare of both, a portion of 
country equal to the .fhare held at prefent by the Minifters of 
Poonah, according to the eftablifhed collections and cuftomary 
receipts of revenues, fhall, after the conqueft of thefe diftriCts, be 
given in exchange t-j the Company. It is intended that there fhall 
not be a daum difference.

Art. VIII. After the partition of the country of Guzerat is 
effedted, each party fhall have the folc government in the diftricts 
allotted to their rcfpective fhnres, and fliall have no dependance on 
one another, except when any enemy fliall invade the country of 
Row Shemfeer, Behadar, in which cafe affiftance dial] be brought 
by the Englifh Company; and if any enemy fliall invade the fhare 
of country allotted to the Englifh Company, Row Shemfeer, Ba- 
hadar, fliall afford fupport and affiftance, and this partition of the 
country of Guzerat, which hath with mutual approbation been 
fettled between Row Shemfeer, Behadar, 'and the Englifh Com¬ 
pany. fliall perpetually remain' and be continued to their refpcc- 
tive defeendants and fucceffors : in no refpedt fliall it be broken 
through by either. 

Art. IX. Agreeable to the reprefentation of Row Futty Sin?, 
Behadar, the money which he annually fends to Poonah mud not 
be fent, he muft keep it with himfelf. Whenever any ne»ociation of 
peace fliall take place with the Miniflers of Poonah, the interefi and 
welfare of Row Shemfeer, Behadar, fliall be firft difeufled. The 
interefi of Row Shemfeer, Behadar, and the interefi of the Company 
are one and the fame. 

Art. X. As the above article is for the advantage of Row Futty 
Sing, Shemfeer, Behadar, he, from the friendfliip and regard which 
he bears towards the Chiefs of the Englifh Company, fliall make over 
to the Company the diflrid of Zinnore, together with the villaoes of 

Broach, 
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Broach, which are at prefent in his pofleffion, whatever - 
may arife in the revenue of the refpective flrares by this exchan 0 
fliall be adjufted according to the fifth article. 

Art. XI. All the Pergunahs and Villages above-mentioned 
fliall be delivered ’over to the Chiefs of the Company from the day 
on which the city of Ahmedabad is delivered over to Row Shem- 
feer, Behadar. From the day on which pofleffion is taken of the 
city of Ahmedabad, the revenues of the above Pergunahs fliall be 
enjoyed by the Englilh .Company, and from that Da} r no claim of 
collection fliall be made on account of the time pafl; in thefe Per¬ 
gunahs. • 

•• Art. XII. It is agreed, that two- copies of this treaty' be...im¬ 
mediately fent to the Honorable Prefident and Select Committee of 
Bombay for their approbation, and to be by them tranfmitted to the 
Honorable Governor-General and Council of Fort-William, under 
whofe fandtion it is concluded, in order to receive their final con¬ 
firmation and ratific-ition, after which, one copy fo authenticated is 
to remain with the Honorable Prefident and Select Committee of 
Bombay, and another with Futty Sing.
